Madrid, Oct, 1.—Lho Cabinet has do 
elded to authorizo Goneral Rios to grant 
reforms In the Visayas on tho lines do- 
manded by the inhabitauts, and to con- 
centrato his forces at Mindanao, as thero 
aro only 450 men garrisoning tho Visa- 
yas,

A review 
of the troops was hold, speeches were 
delivered, and tho feature was an address 
by Aguinaldo, Many foroignors attended 
the state ball, which was giyen in the 
evening, but no Amorican officials were 
prosent.

Hence there are great stretches of sidewalkg 
in front of vacant lanis which practically 
give no retura to the city for the expenses 
incurred. These sidewalks are little used 
and never wear out ; but they rot out ina 
short time, and the nails have no hold in 
the string pieces and thus they become a 
danger and a menace to the incautious tray- 
eller. 

When I had the honor of a seat in the 
City Council the records will show that I 
used my influence as much as possible for 
permanency in all public improvements. 
Experience shows that such works are in- 
variably the cheapest and most satisfactory 
in every way. It wotld be perhaps too 
much to ask the city to abandon at once 
and forever board sidewalks, although I 
think most people will agree with me that 
they are an expensive and unsatisfactory 
experiment. e have all around us an 
unlimited quantity of stone and the city 
elty owns a crusher capable ot reducing it 
to any degree of fineness. Then what I 
would suggest is this, that as the board 
sidewalks, particularly in the outlying dis- 
tricts, become dangerous and unfit for use 
to replace them with broken stone covered 
with a coat of fine crushings rolled down 
and properly graded, so that no water wll 
remain on the surface. 

We have the raw material at our doors 
and when properly handled and applied 
the result will be permanent, safe and satis- 
factory from a sanitary and all other points 
of view, ; 

Philosophers may moralize as they 
please, Lut so long as timber grows it will 
have knots in it, and when the dainty foot 
of a Belleville lady, (who by the way have 
always been noted for small feet,) occas- 
ionally slips into a knot hole,as they will in 
spite of the best precautions, the city must 
surely pay for the unfortunate accident. 
It is one of the **knotty” que-tions the 
city has to deal with. 


Then instead of finding fault with the 
city officials let us start, even now, on the 
right plan of permanent improvements, 
and abolish forever the plank walks, which 
are not only costly in the first place, but 
are a danger to careless pedestrians, at all 
times. Give Mr, Hulme the right material 
to work upon and in afew years we will 
have permanent and safe walks everywhere 
throughout the city with little, if any, ad- 
ditional cost to the taxpayers, and no cost- 
ly lawatuite or broken limb, will follow.

Ameliasburg Agricultural 
was hold atthe grounds at the 
village of Roblin’s Mills on Friday and 
Saturday, Sopt. 30th and Oct. Ist. The 
Ameliasburg fair has bocome so widely 
known and go largely patronized for years 
past that it would be only a repetition of 
other yeare to dwell at too great a length 
upon many of the features and early his- 
torical events in connection with the for- 
mation and continued success of the 
Society. 

The holding of this fair has come to be 
looked upon as one of the important events 
anbually taking place in the county. The 
competition in friendly rivalry for first 
ple among agriculturists in the dif- 

erent classes of exhibits is commendable 
and reflects much credit upon the officers, 
whose greatest ambition is to excel and place 
the fair atthe head of all other township 
fairs in the province. That the society has 
in a measure succeeded in this direction is 
pretty freely admitted and we trust this 
ambition will not slacken in the least until 
greater things have been accomplished. 
According to the usual custom followed in 
past years the residents of the village omit- 
ted nothing to add a cheerful ‘aspect to the 
place and many places were decorated with 
flags. Every accommodation for man and 
beast had been made, and with the most 
favorable weather, at an early hour visit 
ors and exhibitors arrived from all 
parts.

Amongat the members of this General 
Conference were two members of the 
Provincial Governments, the Hon. EH. J. 
Davis, M.P.P., of Ontario ; and the Hon. 
J. J. Rogerson, of Newfoundland; two 
members of the Dominion Senate, 
the Hon. George A. Cox and,the Hon. W. 
EK. Sanford ; one Member of Parliament, 
Mr. Byron M. Britton, Q.C., four Judges, 
two Queen’s Oounsel, twenty-eight Doctors 
of Divinity and a host of LL.D.s, LL.B.s, 
Ph.D.s, M.A.s, B.A.s, and last, but not 
least, six M.D.s. When it is remembered 
that there were 142 Ministers in the Con- 
ference, and that only 28 of them were 
Doctors of Divinity, it does not look as 
though as large a propertion of sour Min- 
istry bore this title as some other places 
we have heard of.

THE CHINE METHOD TRIED ON 
FRESH-WATER MUSSELS, 
| Experiments Conducted by Vane Sim

in Cedar River, How 


res and Symbols Are Produced 
Artificlally—Actiom of Nature Against 


¥oreign Interforence, 


We are told by Vane Simmonds, in 
Popular Solonce News, that he han suc. 
cessfully imitated, with fresh-water mus 
sola, the mothod of inducing the growth of 
peurls that has beon known and practiood 
in China for centuries, If others have 
this success, everyone who has access to 
a body of fresh water containing sholl flash 
may now grow his own pearls, although 
it is doubtful whether the quality of tho 
product will be such as to bring wealth, 
Says Mr, Simmonds 

“The method of produolr figures and 
symbols from the fresh-water mussol, 
Dipsas plicatus, of Lake Riwa, Central 
China, has been in yogue many con- 
turios, Superb examplos of Buddha, and 
flat, pearl-like dlsks—produced by 
inserting between the mantle und shell 
of the mollusk small tinfoil figures of 
Buddha, or small hemispherical disks 
which in time become coated by the 
pearly nacre—are to be secon in colloo- 
tions, such as that of the Field Columb- 
jan and other well-known museums, 

“Experimenta of a like nature, with 
the ‘rough-sholled’ Unios, of Cedar Kivor, 
Iowa, have been practiced by the writer 
the past three years, with fair success. 

“Am average-sized shell, or sholls, 
from a section of the river's bed known 
to produce brilliantly lustered shells, are 
allowed to remain in the sun until the 
valyes part. With a quickly inserted 
wedge in the opening, the shell is imme- 
diately dipped in water to sustain life. 
The operator then carefully lifts the 
mantle from tho shell, and, with a pair 
of tweezers, drops ina pellet of wax, 
glass bead, or other small article, that he 
is desirous of haying coated. Care is 
taken not to strain the musoles by foro- 
ing the wedge, while the clam is resist- 
ing the intrusion. 

“After the objects are placed in that 
part of the mussel showing the best 
color, the mantle is drawn to place, the 
wedge removed, and the shell allowed to 
resume {ts normal condition. With a 
suffiolent number ‘fixed’ in the above- 
described manner, they aro then placed 
in a pond or bayou, that will not freeze 
its dopth in winter. 

“‘At the expiration ot six months, or 

one year at most, the unio will have 
thrown over these irritating foreign sub- 
stances a nacreous covering that securely 
fastens them to the shell, Usually about 
two-thirds of the object thus fastened re- 
maing above the shell; though it js pre- 
sumed that in time the natural growth 
of the shell would entirely efface this. 
_ ‘A olay marble one-half inch in din- 
meter, was found after six months to be 
entirely coyered; the top half showing 
some color, while the bottom portion had 
beon ‘hilled up’ to meet the diamoter, 
thereby solidly embedding the whole. By 
careful work it is possible to remove these 
objects, so as to have considerable pearl- 
surface, though their commercial value is 
small, yory mnall indeed, in comparison 
to more perfect gems. 

“‘Another method is to drill a hole 
where the object is to be placed, and 
then corking or cementing the opening. 
But the drill point ruptures the mantle, 
and the pellet drops into the body of the 
animal, where it becomes lost, or is 
forced out while the mollusk is feeding." 

















Enormous Peudulums. 


The only structures in Japan which 
seem te be earthquake proof are the 
pagodas, which are erected before the 
temples. There are many which are seyen 
or eight hundred years old and as solid 
as whon frst built. There is a reason 
for this, and it lies in their construction, 
A pagoda is practically a framework of 
heavy timbers which starts from a wide 
baso, and is in itself a substantial struo- 
ture, but is rendered still more stable by 
& peculiar device. Inside the framework 
and suspended from the apex is a long, 
heavy beam of timber two feet thick or 
more. This hangs from one ond, and to 
the other end are bolted, at each: of the 
four sides, four more heavy timbers, aud 
if the pagoda be very lofty, still moro 
timbors are added to these. The whole 
forms an enormous pendulum which 
reaches within six Inches of the ground. 
When the shook of an earthquake rocks 
the pagoda, the pendulum swings in 
unison and keops the center of gravity 
always at the base of the framework. 
Consequently the equilibrium of the 
pagoda 1s never disturbed, and this is the 
explanation of the great age of many of 
thom, when from their height, one would 
suppose them to be peculiarly suscep- 
tible to the effects of an earthquake.

BANK ROBBERY 





Bank Manger Warned--Had Been In- 
formed an Attempt Would be 
Made. 

Wuyyrrea, Oot. 5. 

Five combination locks and one key lock 
have-to be opened before the treasury com- 
partment con be entered. Each combina- 
tion is known only to one man, and the 
final door openiug into the treasury com- 
partment has two combination locks, and 
two men must be present when the door is 


posed to be known only to the manager of 
the bank, and the other to the accountant, 
or in the absence of either, by some ono 
designated by the manager, There are 
probably threeor four members of the 
Molsons Bank staff who know the combin- 
ation of the main portion of the vault. 
<SIt was learned this afternoon that 
Manager Phepoe received a warning from 
a well-known private detective that an at- 
tempt would te made to rob the bank. 
He gave the name of one of the parties 
implicated in the plot. In consequence of 
this warning two clerks have slept in the 
bank every night since the 12th of 
September. 

That the plot had any, connection with 
the robbery of the $62,000 is not believed, 
forthe man whose name was given to 
Manager Phopoo wasin gaol at the time, 
and is still there serving a three months’ 
sentence, 


There is such a strong flavor of the 
Napanee bank robbery, of which the 
recent disclosures are still fresh in memory, 
that some think there was collusion be- 
tween some one who knew the combina- 
tion of the vault and the treasury com- 
partment and outside parties. Again, the 
theory is advanced that no one outside the 
bank had anything to do with the robbery ; 
and still again it is believed by some that 
the warning of a contemplated attempt to 
rob the bank hac been taken adyentage of 
by some one acquainted with the facts, 
hoping to shieid himself from discovery by 
it. These theories, of course, reflect on 
the employes, but'it will be found, if any 
discoveries be made, that they were the 
first upon which the police and detecti\es 
worked,

Le Soleil, the Liberal Organ in Quebec, 
Says that the Majority Against will 
be 0,123, 

Quebec, Oct. 5.—Le Soleil, the Liberal 
organ in this Province, states that up to 
the present the majority ageinst prohibi- 
tion in the Province is 69,476, and that 
when all returns are received the majorily 
will fully exceed 70,000. Latest returns 
gives majorities against amounting to 72,- 
876, and fur amounting to 3,400, leaving 
the balance above mentioned. Le Soleil 
estimates that the majority for prohibition 
in the rest of the Dominion will amount to 
60,353, which substracted from that against 
in Quebec leaves 9,123, which, says the 
journal, will be the ultimate majority 
against prohibitory legislation.

nauager, ‘Lhe robbery was not discover- 
ed unti) Tuesday at noon, so that 16 can 
safely be inferred that the safo was not 
broken into, or any evidence left in the 
building by the robbers. 

In faot, itis asserted that the vault was 
opened by the regular combination, This 

sdds much to the mystery, as only one 
man in tho bank knows the whole com- 
bination, cach clerk who uses the vault 
looking a portion, It is said that the 
monoy stolon was in bank notes, and the 
robbery Is belleyed to have taken place 
since Sopt. 28, 

Tt is not impossible that arrests will be 
made before another day goes by. Tho 
absence of any official statement is parti- 
ally accounted for by apparent lack of 
authority on the part of both acting 
manager and solicitors to give out any 
information, They both declare that they 
havo no authority to make anything 
public, 

Mr. Wolferstan Thomas of Montreal, 
goneral manager of the Molsons Bank, 
contirma the report of tho robbery. He 
was notified early this morning that $62,- 
000 had been taken. Out of this $25,000 
was in ‘unnogotiable notes, so that §87,- 
000 Is the real loss of the bank, Manager 
Phopoe has been communicated with and 
was to bo back in the olty last ovoning.

INDIAN UPRISING. 


Bear Island Redskins Kill Some of Uncle 
Sam's Regulars-A Hot Ficht— 
Tadian Losses Unknown, 


Minneapolis, Oot, 6,—A. battle took 
placo yesterday between United States 
regulars, under Gen, Bacon, and Bear 
Island Indians, in which four soldiers 
wero killed and nine wounded. How 
many Indians were killed is not at pres- 
ent known, Gen. Bacon had gone to 
Bear Island to enforce the authority of 
the United States marshal in that dis- 
triot. The marshal had arrested seyoral 
Indians for various offences, but the other 
Indians on the reservation rescued thoir 
brethren and would not give them up. 

Gen. Bacon, with his foroe of 100 regu- 
lars, who were on small river steamers, 
reached a point close to Bear Island carly 
yesterday. During « halt, and while 
preparations wore being made for dinner, 
the Indians opened fire on the regulars, 
‘Tho Indians wore concealed in the bushes, 
and the soldiers ut once sought shelter 
themselves. Lhe firing at once became 
general. 

A body of Indians to the number of 
150 or 206 made a rush towards veveral 
doputy marshals, who had two prisoners 
in their possession, but tho regulars’ 
heavy fire beat them back. Six Indiana 
Wore seen to fall during the rush. 

‘Lhe Indians then ran to tho shore and 
fired volley after yolley at the steamers 
that bad carried the troops. Inspector 
‘Linkles, who was on the tugboat Chiof, 
was shot through the leg, and the steers- 
man of the Jonnie was shot in the arm, 

Later tho reporta say the regulars are 
entrenched, and will make ne furthor 
moye until reinforcements arrive.

KANG TELLS HIS STORY.) 


The Internal Crisis in the Chinese Em- 
pire—The Emperor a Progressive— 
Who May Be His Successor, 


London, Oot. 7.—The Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of the Times telographs the 
substance of » long interyiow he has had 
with Kang Yuwel, tho Cantonese ro- 
former, in which tho latter recounted his 
history of the crisis, Kang Yuwol said 
that on June 16 ho had a two hour's 
audlonco with the Emporor, who, anxious 
abvut the Russian encroachments, was 
ready to listen to any plan to socuro the 
intogrity of the ompire. Tho Times’ cor- 
respondent continues; 

“Kang adyised replacing tho conserva: 
tive ministers by young progrossives and 
the omployment of Englishmen and 
Amoricans.to offoct suggested reforms. 
He advised tho Emperor to study tho 
progress of Japin and Westorn mothods, 
‘Tho Emporor adinitved the cogeroy of his 
argamonts, but oaprossod his regrot at 
boite mnable to remove high officials, 
because of tity Kiapress Dowager.

Does it moan war? Possivly. Wither 
France must ollmb down or fight. War 
would please the French goneral staff, if 
only thore were a chance of the French 
army distinguiahing itself, which, how- 
favor, is not tho case, sinoe hostilitios 
would bo on the soa. A. war would dis- 
tract attontion from the Droyfus affair, 
from tho internal labor war, from the 
internecine polemics which ure eating out 
the vitals of the country.

Probably the French Government ayi)l 
climb down, but it will moan the over- 
throw of the Cabinet. It will be worth 
While to watch the progross of this strug- 
gle, beouuse Britain means to settle the 
quession of the Soudan once and for all.

THE ASHCROFT TRAIL 


Dr. McLaren of Highgate, Ont., Con- 
firms the Story Told of its Terrors. 


Victoria, B.C., Oct, 11—Dr. MecLaron, 
of Highgate, Ont.,who spont the best part 
of tho summor in trying to enter the Klon 
dike by the Ashoroft Trail, has returnod to 
Victoria and confirma the startling stories 
already told as to the torrors of that route. 
Dr. McLaron, with 15 othor men and three 
horses, loft Asheroft July 18th, with strony 
hoposof reaching their des tion, Glenora, 
in 30 days, Proceeding by waggon to 
Quesnollo, everything was lovely until that 
point was roached, but no sooner had the 
sottloment boen left behind than 
quagmires, muskegs, almost impassable 
bridges and every other obstruction known 
to the wayfaror of a ** blaze” became plon 
tiful. The horses were for days together 
up to their girths in mud, The riders had 
to sit with their logs in a Horizontal posi- 
tion to keop them clear of the boggy con- 
sistency through which their steeds were 
plowing. The pack horses would halt on 
a swaying bridge, got a forefoot in a cré- 
vice of the plaok, turn restive and dis- 
appear over che side into the ravine, _be- 
yond all possibility of recovery. Tho giant 
roots with thoir interlacing tentacles prov- 
ed adeath trap to many a poor pationt 
equine, and poisonous weeds eaten by the 
horses for want of feed would bring on 
sickness and death. Provisions ran low, 
clothing was destroyed by the tangled 
brush, foot covering became worse than 
useless against the thousand and one ob- 
stacles against which fhe men stumbled, 
and ultimately death stared the party io 
the face. 

Dr. McLaren says tho trail, instead of 
being only 30 days, occupies at the least 
possible caloulatioa 100, so that a party 
setting out with supplies sufficient for a 
month will find themselves, having accom- 
plished but one-third of the distance, with- 
out food. The trail is fally 1,300 to 1,400 
miles long, instead of 600 or 609, as 
claimed by the ** boomers” of it. The 
members of ths party fear that many have 
lost their lives in attempting to make the 
trip. 

At one place between the two summits 
there is a division of the co-called trail 
and one fork leads only to death. Away 
up inthe mountains could be seen the 
camp fires marking the progress of those 
who had been unfortunate enough to fol- 
low it. They can never find a way out. 
Short of provisions, destitute of clothing, 
with a chill of winter approaching, their 
fate, Dr. McLaren says, 1s sealed.

No Dasher to Churn Test 
Buttermilk. 


All forms of churns haying 4 dasher or 
‘water to stir or beat the cream have been 
ondemned, according to George S. Tappen, 
f Indiana Dairy Association, It has] 4 
yeen found that this kind spoils the grain 
of the butter. Patent minute churns come 
andor this hoad. Any kind of churn which 
produces the necessary kind of churn of 
concussion by the cream thrown against a 
smooth surface, may be safely used. This 
neludes such forms as the barrel, box, reo- 
‘angular, swing and disc churns. The 
time taken for churning depends on the 
emperature and acidity of the cream. 
When dono churning, the butter should be 
in a granular form, in sizo like a grain of 
wheat, Then we draw off the buttermilk, 
ind wash the butter once or twice with 
pure cold water, being careful to leave the 
water in only a short timo, a8 water injures 
the flavor of the butter. We then transfer 
he butter to the bowl, weigh it, and add 
iu ounce of salt to every pound of butter, 
which should be worked thoroughly there, 
in, leaving it in a cool place to be worked 
gain in a couple of hours. Be very 
vareful not to work the butter too much,as 
it injures the grain, and more butter is in- 
jured by too much working than noo enough. 
Now, we take a sample of buttermilk and 
\pply the Babcock test, to see if we heve 
lost any butter fat, or have had an exhaust- 
ive churning. 

We now return to our butter, rework it 
snd print it into brick forms, with our ini- 
tials, or the initials of the dairy, printed 
upon it, and put it away iu the cooler, or 
io the shipping box for our customers. 
Here we find the finest lot of dairy butter 
to be had, and a sure cure for users of those 
anpalatable imitations, which is our aim 
and purpose to extinguish from the 
American markets.

The Dairy Cow. 


Considering the make up of the dairy 
cow, M. E. Conard, V. M. D., says: Liko 
begets like ; we are made up of secondhand 
character. Some special trait may lie dor- 
ment in the parent, and by environment 
be brought out in a later generation, the 
latter general rule will hold in lower ani- 
mals. The original cow was constituted to 
produce suflicent milk to feed her offspring 
two or three months, then enjoy a long 
period of rest before producing another 
calf, the result being good physical con- 
stitution. In course of time, man wished to 
change the natural order ; by systematic 
breeding and feeding, he made milk and 
butter-production the main point, and this 
process was occasionally interrupted that 
she might give birth to a puny calf— which 
in turn was expected to be as good or 
better than the dam. The pregnant cow 
will emphasize in offspring the quality 
most prominent during her time of preg- 
nancy. This ina dairy cow is milk pro- 
duction. Now breed her to a highly-bred- 
type bull—the result is a calf of unbalanced 
parts, the physical, natural life weakened. 
If this is followed up geveration after gen- 
eration, there will probably be a breakdown 
in the constitution, and a predisposition to 
tuberclosis, abortion and other troubles.

THE CORUNDUM LANDS 





Their Extent is Greater Than Was 
Supposed--Two Areas Explored in 
Eastern Ontario. 


(Toronto Globe.) 

Explorations boing carried on by Prof. 
Millor in Eastern Ontario havo shown that 
‘the corundum belt is considerably wider 
and Jongor than appeared from tho oxplor- 
ations of last year, ‘I'wo areas havo been 
carefully examined this year, a small ono 
in the townships of Bury aud Methuen iv 
tho County of Peterboro, and anothor ox- 
tending from Haliburton across Hastings 
into the County of Renfrow, The Govern- 
mont has decided to bring the whole belt 
under the provisions of the regulations 
adopted in July last for the development 
of corundum lands, and accordingly the 
mineral rights on considerable additional 
tracts of land have been withdrawn from 
sale and placed under the provisions of 
these regulations. 

Under these regulations the Lieutonant- 
Governor in Council has power to fix and 
determine the maximum price at which 
corundum taken from lands leased may be 
sold for use in the Dominion. There Is 
also power to. require that all corundum 
mined from lands eawedl under the terms 
and conditions of the regulations shall un- 
dergo certain processes of treatment or 
milling at works to be erected in the Pro- 
vince to prepare it for market, and further 
to require that works be established in the 
Province for the manufacture of all usoful 
or commercial products for which the 
mineral or ore is economically adapted. 
Where tenders of a suitable character are 
made for the erection of works, preference 
in the selection of mineral lands may be

Last night it arrived and immodiately 
shots wore flrod from the moying train 
and outside and tho battlo hogan, A few 
moments after the train had passed the 
switch whore Killoy, a Chicago and 
Alton detective, was stationod and whilo 
a0 was talking with two oitizonus hv 
throw up his hands and droprod doad 
with a bullet through his bre!u, Ho was 
tho first man killed. Tho train continued 
to tho stockade, the minors firing into it 
all along the roto, and the nogro passen- 
gors roturning the fire, Tho moment the 
train roachod the stockade the minors 
epsnod a desporate firo with Winchostors, 
royolvers and flroarms of all kinds, Tho 
nogroos on the train answored with a 
steady flro. Tho minors and the train 
wore onyolopod in a cloud of smoke and 
tho shooting sounded liko a continuous 
volley. 

Engineer Shot From His Seat, 

Engineer Burt Tigar recoived a bullet 
in thearm and droppod from his sont. 
His fireman seized the throttle, pulled 15 
open with o jerk, tho train was under 
spood, carrying a load of wounded negro 
passongers to Springileld, How many 
wero wounded is not known. Tho train 
stopped at the stockado but two minutos, 
Its departure did not cause tho firing to 
cease, for to stockade was filled with 
sharpshooters, armed with Winohestors, 
and they kept a steady fire into the crowd 
of union miners. Rye witnosses say the 
dead minors woro killed after the train 
had departed. 











Later Particulars, 


Virden, Ill., Oct. 18,—An Assoolated 
Press reporter scoured admittance to the 
stockade late last night. He found ono 
man,A. W. Morgan of Chioago, dead 
and seyep scrionsly wounded. 

There are about 85 mon stationed in- 
side the stockude, each keeping watch 
through a loophole. Manager Lukens re- 
mained at his desk all: night issuing 
orders to his men.

About Fashoda Affair, 


In Face of Britain's Warntog That the 


Ocoupatl Yashoda Would Bo

London, Oot, 18,—Lord Rosobory, tho 
Liberal Joader and former Promior, pro- 
siding yostorday at an agricultural dinner 
at Epsom, roforrod to tho orltioal sltua- 
tion on tho Upper Nilo, He sald: 

“As I was rosponsible, both porsonally 
and Ministorially, for the doolaration of 
Sir Bdward Groy, on which tho prosont 
policy In regard to Fashoda ts foundod, 
and as Thayo no disposition to rocedo 
from a‘word or a syllablo of that deolara- 
tlon (Loud ohoers), I feel bound to say a 
tow guardod and, I hopo, inoffensive 
words on a subjoot so vital to our intor- 
osts, 

“'Thero aro two or throo considerations 
jn connoction with tho quostion which 
mako it of supromo gravity, tho groatest 
being that, in face of a deliberate warn 
ing that a partloular act would bo con- 
aidored an unfriendly aot,’ that not, in 
spite of gront googranhical WiMioultios, 
great hardships, and almost  ineur 
mountablo obstacles, hay beon doliborate- 
ly commiittod, 

‘Tho word ‘unfriendly,’ used diplo- 
Matloally, 1s of oxcoptional welght and 
aravity, and when used to denoto an act 
committed by one Governmont against 
anothor tho situation Is gravo. 

“On that point I will say no more, 
Bohind tho policy of the Government in 
this matter, there js tho unticing and 
united strongth of the nation. It is the 
polloy of the nation i@ olf, and no Goy- 
ernmont that attempted to recede from 
1t or palter thorowith would Inst a week. 
Iam perfeotly certain that no doa of any 
woukening on this question has ontorod 
tho heads of Hor Majosty’s prosont ad- 

virors. Thoy havo only to maintain tho 
attitude revealed In tho blue book, aud 
tho nation will make any saorifico and 
go to any length to sustain their soction, 

“On tho othor side of the channel tho 
quostion of the flag is an elemont of great 
grayity. Wo all honor that flag, and 
would not wish it tho slightest disro- 
spect. But, after all, o flag is portable, 
and Thuyo some hopo that the flag in 
this caso Is not the flag of Franco, but of 
an individual explorer, and no}, thore- 
foro, carrying tho full wolght of tho ro- 
public bohind it. 

“Amung tho reassuring features is ths 

‘act that M. Delcasse (the Fronch Minia- 
ter of Foreign Affairs) has reoolyed tho 
representations of Great Britain in a con- 
clliatory spirit. By denying the existence 
uf a Marohand oxpodition ho has doprived 
“Major Marchand of the official character, 
which would give tho hoisting of the flag 
4 much more sorjous aspoos, and, in spite 
of the contrary statements of Captain 
Liotard and Major Marchand, 1 hopo to 
find that the mission of Major Marchand 
conducted far from Frenoh territory and 
across torritory to which Franco has no 
claim, though other nations havo, will 
proyo to be of a local and not of an au- 
thoritative oharacter. 

“But I found still greater hopes upon 
the fot that in urging tho supremacy of 
Kgpyt in the territories temporarily 
abandoned, wo are using not s0 much 
oar own arguments as tho arguments of 
French Ministers and Ambassadors of 
recent years. If Lord Salisbury and Sir 
Edmund Monson, respectively, use the 
language employed by M. Hanotaux and, 
Baron do Coursel when I was in offico, 
thcy will put the claims of Egypt to 
these torritories in a mannor so authori- 
tativo that it will not bo in the power of 
any, Government to repudiate shom.”’ 

After mentioning the untenability of 
Major Marchand’s isolated position, Lord 
Rorebory sald: 

* “Thoso considerations load me to hope 
that tho incident will be paoifically sot- 
tled jn a conciliatory manner; but 
Franco must understand that thore can 
to no compromise of tho rights of Kgypt.’’ 

Referring, in concluding his speech, to 
the “‘goneral disposition jn recent years 
to treat Great Britain as a noglige quan- 
Uty, and to infringe upon her rights in 
varleay parts of tho world,’’ his Lordship 
Sald: 

“Tho present Government. has shown 
ho want of conoiliatton—some think too 
much—and 4 conciliatory disposition 
that is widuly misunderstood. If tho 
nations of tho world aro andor the im- 
prossion that the anojont spirit of Grent 
Britain js doad, that hor resourcos aro 
wenkoned, and that her population js less 
doterminod than ever to maintain her 
rights, and the honor of her flag, they 
makoa mistake that can only end in 
disastrous conflagration. 

“Tho strongth ot Britksh Ministrios 
does not lie in the yotes they command 
in Parliament, but in tho intrepid spirit 
of a united people. Let othor nations re- 
member that cordjality between nations 
ean only rest upon mutual respect for 
one another's rights, Both Africa and 
Asla havo rocontly furnished strange 
object lessons ju internatioual law and 
International practice, If that mutual 
respest bo not oultivated, wo shall ulti- 
mately rolapso into a sinte of things most 
perilous to peace and the welfaro of hu- 
manity.’”

Mark you, I have 
no idea that the grandmothers wore any 
potter than tholr granddaughters. You 
cannot get vory old people to talk much 
about how things were when thoy wero 
boys and girls, Thoy haye a reticence and 
a non-comimittalism which make me 
think thoy foul shomselyes to be the ous- 
todians of the reputation of thoir carly 
comrades. While our dear old folks are 
rohearsing tho follies of tho prosent, if 
wo put thom on the witness stand and 
cross-examine them as to how things 
wore 70 yours ago the silonco becomes 
opprossive. 

Yhe colebrated Frenchman, Volney, 
visited this country in 1796, and ho saya 
of woman's diet in those times, ‘Ifa 
promium was offered for a regimen most 
destructive to hoalth, none could bo de- 
yised more offlcacious for those ends than 
that in use among these peoplo.’’

15,.— The 
Alexandria police hayo arrested nine Ital- 
jan Anarchists since last evening, and 
have thoreby frustratod a plot against 
Emperor William, now on his way to tho 
Holy Land, to bo present at the consccra- 
tion of the Church of the Saylor at Jeru- 
salom.

. A Surpriso for Sugasta, 

Bayonno, France, Oct, 15,—According 
to advices recoived from Madrid, a rigor- 
ous censorship has beon rovyived there 
since yestorday.

Trading Stamps. 


With reference to the ‘trading stamp ” 
system adopted in the grocery and other 
trades to some extent in the United States, 
4 paper read at the recent Grocers’ Conven-, 
tion in Illinois mentioned that aolready 
some merchants are offering postage 
stamps in place of trading stamps ; others 
are offering 3 per cent. to per cont. dis- 
count in place of stamps ; bikers are offer- 
ing their own premiums in place of stamps, 
and before long the struggle as to who can 


give the largest discount or the 
most costly premium is likely to 
be as fierce as is the competition 


for trade, The opinion of the more enlight- 
ened members of the trade is expressed 
by the following reolution, unanimously 
parsed by tho Springfield (Ill.) Grocer’s 
Association :—‘* Whereas, after more than 
& year's experience with the trading stamp 
scheme, we find that the benefits derived 
do not justify the cost, and believing that 
it is unjust between member and member, 
that it 18 conirary to the principes of our 
organization, that it breeds discontent, dis- 
Satisfaction, and ill-feeling between mom- 
bers of our order ; therefore be it resulved 
by the Springfield Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion that we condemn the trading stamp 
scheme, and will use all hororable means 
to drive it out of our city. Resolved : 
That hereafter we will discourage and dis- 
countenance all gift enterprises and 
schemes of every description.”

MARY'S PRURUGATIN 


Sir John Bourinot States His 
Opinion on the Question. 





A Prerogative Stretched--Action of 
- Premier Hardy Extraordinary, But 
Within the Power of the Crown. 


The following is taken from the Ottawa 
correspondence of the Mail and Empire, 
Snder dato of the 14th inst: 


In answer to the question put to Sir John 
Bourinot, whether it was constitutional on 
the part of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Ontario, by the advice of his Council, to 

rogue the Legislature of that province 
the face of the resolution of adjournment 
of August 24 last, Sir John expressed the 
inion. after the relatively short consider~ 
ation he had been able to give to the mat- 
ter, that the action in question was certain- 
ly extraordinary, though within the power 
of the Crown. “ The Lieutenant-Goyernors 
of the provinces,” said Sir John, ‘for the 
most rt still possess all the powers, 
authorities, and functions of the same 
officers before Coafederation, and Ca 
these powers was the right to prorogue an 
dissolve the Legislature under advice of 
tele Council. Since responsible govern- 
ment, and by their own authority in the 
old Eines of renal parernment 9 raere 
resolution of a House adjourning the ‘S- 
lature could take away the right of the 
Crown under the common law, or the lex 
tiva, to prorogue or dissolve that 
ture.

Of course this is a dangerous power, to 
be looked upon with grave suspicion.

Tho perilous position of the ship was 
noticed on shore, anda warning rocket 
Was sont up, but it was too late then to 
ayold the catastrophe, which ooourred #o 
suddenly that thero was not sufiolent 
time to got out all tho life-saving ap- 
paratus of the ship, The terror of the 
scone waa indescribable. Men jumped 
overboard in an agony of despair, and the 
Women passengers huddled together and 
rafused to leave the dock. The offlcora 
remained on the bridge to the last, and 
many Instances of sacrifices ary recorded. 
Mombors of tho crew ate known to havo 
stcod by and watohod the boats launched 
and put off, when ip was apparent that 
those were the only means by whioh their 
own lives could be saved. A lifeboat with 
a load of 40 persona on Its way to shore 
p.ssed many who were battling for their 
lives in the water whom it was imposs!- 
bio to save. 

Tho Villagers Cheered, 

Tho yillageis, beadsd by the vicar and 
ecist guard, stood on the shore and 
cheered tho boat, When tho lifeboat 
entered the little coye the fishermen 
waded into the sea to help drag the little 
boat upon the beach, and tondorly car- 
riud the exhausted survivors to thelr 
homes, which had been already prepared 
fcr their reception. 

The lifeboat was again launched and 
putoust for tho wreok, on its outward 
journey ploking up the survivors, The 
tiip to the wreok was fruitless so far as 
teking anyone from the vessel was oon- 
ccrned, but on its way baok to the shore 
16 other surylyors wore taken from tho 
water. This was just before daybreak. 

The latest list of rescued shows that 
only 11 passengers were saved. 

Tho Events of the Disaster. 

Tt is oxcoedingly diffioult to trace the 
eyonts of the disaster, but so far as can 
bo ascertained it seema that the weather 
was nob thick, but that a strong south- 
east wind was blowing and that there 
was a heayy ground swell on and a 
strong current running. Dinner was 
ready and Captain Griffiths was about to 
proceed to the saloon, when a sudden 
crazh made it apparent that the steamer 
had gone ashore, Lhe captain immediate- 
ly went on deck, and the survivors say 
that they saw him on the bridge doing 
all that lay in the power of a brave man 
to lessen the disaster. 

Authentio particulars of the ovents 
occurring after the ship struck are not 
yet obtainable. It seems, however, that 
one of the ship's boats containing several 
women got away safely, but was capsized. 

A number of its occupants wore resoued 
by lifeboat, Another boat with sixteen 
hands was ploked up by a lifeboat and 
safely got ashore, and two or three other 
porsons managed to reaoh land.

Acording to the Petite Bleu, the gon- 
orals engagod in this plot mot at Versail- 
les and sent emissaries to Prince Viotor 
Bonaparte, who rocentiy rosigned the 
leadership of the Imperial party favor 
of his younger brother, Prince Louis 
Bonaparte, who 1s a colonel of Russian 
Lancers, The hesitation of Prince Victor, 
however, obliged them to turn jn an- 
other direction. The Goyernment, the 
Petite Blau adds, rocelved a number of 
reports in rovard to tho plot, one of them 
calling attention to the absence of a cer-

THE OZAR'S SCHEME FOR PEACE, 





Editor Stead, Now in St. Petersburg, 
Says Nicholas Is in Kaune 


London, Oob. 17.—William . Stead, 
who js making a tour of the Kuropvan 
capitals in behalf of the Dally News, to 
ascertain the attitude of the various 
countries toward the Czar's disarmament 
proposal, has arrived in St. Petersburg. 
From thero he writes that the dishearton- 
ing suggestions of skeptical pessimists 
are unfounded. 

There is, ho says, no humbug about 
the proposal. The Czar 1s entirely in 
earnest. Neither M, Witte, Minister of 
Finance, nor M. Pobiedonostzetf, Prooura- 
tor-General of tne Holy Synod, nor 
Count Muravieff, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, was the author of tho proposal, 
whioh was dug to the personal initiative 
of the Czar. Ho imposed his will” on his 
Ministers, Mr. Stead adds: 

‘“The sochome was ooncelyed in a mind 
imbued from ohildhood with the horrors 
of war, and the passion tor peace which 
distinguished the Czar's father. It was 
fostorod continually by the Increasing 
evidence of tho fatuons, sulofdal policy of 
‘beggar my nolghbor,’ and found con- 
genial environment in the porsonal and 
domestic entourage of the Czar, and was 
finally launched with the splendid au- 
daolty of youth. 

“Mr. Witte weloomes the proposal in 
tho hope of ohecking the ovor-incronsing 
domands of militarism, M. Pobjeodono- 
stzoff is not enthusiastic over it. Count 
Murayieff will do his master's bidding,’ 

Mr. Stead concludes his letter with tho 
statement that all the governments, with

LAUNDRY LINES. 


Clothes carefully folded and sprinkled 
aro half ironed. 

Black cotton hose should be dried and 
ironed on the wrong side to prevent fad- 
ing. - i 

Pillow slips should be ironed lengthwise 
instead of crossvise tf one wishes to iron 
wrinkles out instead of in, 

Clothes when brought in should be sep 
arated and folded at once, If allowed to 
lie together, many wrinkles acoumulate. 

Shoots folded across, bringing the wide 
and narrow hems togéther, thon folded 
again, thon froned across both aides, are 
finished quickly and look as well as if 
more time were spent on thom. 

Tt is not needful to boll white clothes, 
unless very dirty, and have the house filled 
with steam every week. If the clothes are 
folded and laid in a Jarge rinsing tub and 
boillng water poured on geverously, it 
answers the purpose, 

Wash silk handkerchiefs by laying them 
on asmooth board and rubbing with the 
palm of the hand. Use either borax or 
white castile soap to make the suds, Rinse 
in clear water, shake till nearly dry, fold 
evenly, lay between boards, put a weight 
on them. No ironing ts required. Silk 
ribbons may be treated in the same man- 
ner,

In several of the 
countries, notubly in France, Spain and 
Italy, the trade is in the hands of the gov- 
ernment, or so enormously taxed that it is 
virtually a government monopoly. What- 
ever may be the benefita to the national 
exchequer, therv are certainly none to the 
consumer, and if 4 nationalist or state so- 
clalist wants arguments to support his 
theories let him shun tho subject of Eu- 
Topean tobacco. 

Pipo smokers will find no plug tobacco 
abroad. They can get American brands 
of long cut or fine cut only at exorbitant 
prices. Where the monopoly prevails the 
common smoking tobacco offered for sale 
will cure the habit if anything will. Ital- 
fan cigars are about the meanest cigars man 
ever perpetrated on u suffering commun 
ty. Fronch cigars are not much better 
Hayanas can be bought in the Latin Soun- 
tries at high rates. 

The Germunio races come nearer under- 
standing what is good in the tobacco line 
Cigars are cheap in Switzerland, cheaper 
in Germany dnd dog cheap in Holland 
In fact, Holland is the paradise of smok- 
ers. Tobacco is absolutely free of duty 
there, if I understand right, and partly by 
reason ef the fact that Sumatra is a Dutch 
possession. Holland loads the world in 
some branches of the tobacco trade, So 
the disoroot smoker will bring home from 
Holland as many cigars as he can, In 
Rotterdam or Amsterdam be may buy for 
2 cents apiece clgars that in many Ameri 
can cigar stores would retail at 10 conta 
straight, and for 6 cents he can get luxury 
that in America a milliopaire would decm 
extravagance, 

The cigarotte habit prevalls in France, 
Italy and Spain, so decent cigarettes can 
be bought, but Turkish or Egyptian olga- 
rettes are not given away. In Gormany 
and Austria plpe smoking 1s more com: 
mon, and in Great Britain it would seem 
as if most men smoked a pipe, both in-

Assayer Wells, with his usual courtesy, 
took great pains te explain to his guests 
the uses of the crusher and furnaces and 
other portions of the equipment and gave 
an interesting account of the process of 
analyzing ircn and other ores. ‘The 
svlendid tabulated collection of economic 
minerals, which the assayer has, were also 
inspected and, to some. of the guests at 
least, who were unaware of the extent of 
the mineral deposits of the county, they 
proved @ revelation. It was remarkod, 
however, by all present, that, to bring the 
office to the highest state of ofliciency, the 
Assayer will require more room than he 
has at present, Mr, S. Moorman, assist- 
ant Assayer, assisted Mr, Wells to receive

The new electrical apparatus for copper 
and nickel determination, which has been 
secured from Greenleaf & Son, is an 
important addition to the equipment of 
the laboratory.

Mr, Wm. Johnoon, who presided, in his 
opening remarks referred in glowing terma 
to the grand work which the speaker of 
tho evening had done for Christ during his 
36 yoars in British Columbia. 

Mr. Oroxby first spoke of the glorious 
horitago which wo Cauadians possess and 
the grandeur of which he never realized 
until the present trip east, The prohidi- 
tion plebiscite was touched upon and re- 
grot wus expressed that Ontario had not 
done as well aa his own province. What 





Matario wanted was free whiskey for a 
time and they would be glad to call for 
prohibition, The fishery, forest and min- 
eral resources of British Columbia were 
enthusiastically dwelt upon, as well as the 
healthfulnesa of the climate, 

After making those preliminary remarks 
Mr. Grosby plunged into a description of 
tho Indians of the coast, his work smong 
them and the wonderful change which the 
gospel had wrought in their social nystem. 
Many interesting anecdotes, both humor- 
ous and pathetic, were algo related in a 
singularly simple and unstudied manner, 
and with a pronounced English accent 
which added piquancy to the narratives 
themselves, Mr, Orosby also consented to 
appear in the fantastic attire of an Indian 
chief. A collectior was taken up to aid 
inthe maintenance of the Crosby Boys’ 
Home, Crosby Girls’ Home and a hospital 
which it is proposed to erect at the fishing 
stations, 

Of particular interest to the young peo- 
ple was his description of the work cf the 
little steamship Glad Tidings, which was 
presented tohim by the scholars of the 
different Methodist Sunday Schools of the 
country. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Crosby addressed 
a lergely attended meeting of the ladies of 
Methodism in the same rooms.

Brantfoni, Ont, Oot, 18,—Rey, Dr. 
Cochrane, pastor of Zion Presbyterian 
Churoh, Brantford, and well known 
throughout Canada in connection with 


the Prosbytsrian Churoh, diod suddenly 
at 10 o’olock last night of angina poo 
toris, at his home in Brantford, Ho was 
taken {ll on Saturday aud was unable to 
fill his pulpit on Sunday, but no serious 
rosults were antiolpated, Ho was appar: 
ently as well as usual last evening, hay 
ing dlotated and disposed of considerable 
correspondence during the day, but at 10 
o'olook he suddenly passed away withoud 
warning. 

Dr, Coohrane was well known through 
out Canada for his zoal and onorgy, and 
was o leading spirit in tho denomination 
to which he belonged, as well as being o 
publio spirited member of the common: 
\woalth. Ho waa born tn Palsley, Soot- 
lind, Feb, 9, 1881, and was educated vin 
Glasgow Univorsity and Hanover Col- 
Jogo, Indiana, where ho graduated with 
the highest honors. He was ordained in 
Jorsey City in 1859; in 1863 ho accepted 
a call to Zion Church, Brantford, where 
his Indomitable energy and wide popu- 
larity, bulls up a largo congregation, 
whose loyo and confidence he always en- 
joyed. And his activity covered nod only 
hjs pastoral work, For 14 years he was 
clerk of Parla Prosbytery. For 25 years 
ho has beon olerk of tho synod of Hamil- 
ton and London, and for [about the same 
period convenor of the Home Mission 
Committee of the church. Ho always 
took a deep interest ia overy worthy pub- 
lio object. He was president of the Mer- 
chanta’ Institution and president of the 
Froa Library Board, extending over a 
porlod of 27 years. In 1874 he was largely 
instrumental in founding the Brantford 
Young Ladios' Colloge, of which he has 
boen the goveruor and directing head 
ever since, In 1882 he was moderator of 
thoGeneral Assembly, and in 1884 and 
1389 delegate to the Pan-Presbyterian 
Alliances in Belfast and London, Ho ex- 
pooted to attend the moeting of the 
oxeoutiye of the Pan Counoll on Monday 
next in St, Louls, and give an address 
on home missions. 

Thore is universal sorrow at the un- 
looked-for and terribly sudden termina- 
tion of an aotive and useful life, His 
death leayes a blank in the oburoh, and 
osveoially in the olty and congregation 
with which he was so long identified, 
and where he was so gonerally loved and 
rospeoted, He leaves sorrowing a widow, 
three sons and a daughter: Mr. William 
Cochrane, bursar of the Rookwood Asy- 
lum, Kingston, Miss Mary Coohrane 
and two sons at the university.

Last evening's mail brought Mr, Thos, 
Wills a letter from his son, Mr. H. T, 
Wills, Manager of the Bank of Commerce 
at Dawson City, dated Soptember 22d. 
Mr. Wills and staff were all in the best 
health, as wore Dr. Wills and Mr. Herbert 
Hulme. They havo plenty of provisions 
to do them through the winter and expect 
to fare pretty well. The bank is doing a 
very large business. Steamers were at the 
time of writing still running up the river, 
there being no sign of it freezing up. 

By the same mail Mr, J. F, Wills re- 
ceived a letter from Mr, ©. St. G. Yar- 
wood. He arrived in Dawson on the 5th, 
having gone in by way of Skagway, running 
the Canon and White Horse Kapids in an 
open boat, He says that you would hard- 
ly imagine yourself in a Canadian town, 
every second building being used as a 
saloon, gambling house or other disreput- 
able dive. The first raid was made early 
in September and $8000 in fines collected. 
Mr. Ogilvie, the new Administrator, ar- 
rived on the 5th, and since his arrival a 
number of officials had received leave of 
absence and would not return to their posi- 
tions. The weather at the time of writing 
was fine and warm, there being nv signs 
of winter.

The Donaldson wharf was 
In going thither the party 
passed through a tunnel or subway, cast of 
the old'Donaldson Square Station. Mrs. 
Treland said that it was the same as that 
through which she passed on Saturday 
evening on her way to meet her husband. 
On emerging from the stbway she said sho 
saw her husband on the wharf. It was 
then that she beckoned to him, and from 
that vantage point she witnessed his fall. 
This, it may be said, is quite possible, as 
the subway commands an unobstructed 
view of the wharf. 


After leaving the subway the members 
of the party visited the wharf. Mrs. Ire- 
land was conducted along its entire length, 
and was asked to try and point out the 
exact spot at which her husband had dis- 
appeared. This was rather a difficult task, 
as the surroundings were not the same as 
on Saturday, ‘To begin with, there wore 
no vessels tied tothe wharf this morning ; 
there were several on Saturday. hon, 
again, the wharf was covered with lumber 
and coal this m@rning ; on Saturday it was 
comparatively Clear, Mrs. Ireland thought 
the spot looked familiar in spite of the 
change that had taken place, and, after a 
little hesitation, pointed toa place direct- 
ly in front of the subway, as the spot where 
she had Jast seen her husband, Her ideu- 
tification, however, was not as thorough or 
positive as the detective accompanying the 
party would have liked to have seen. Ms 
Ireland lingered on the wharf for several 
minutes, and frequently gave way to her 
grief in tears. 

Shortly afterwards the party returned to 
the St. Lawrence Hall. 


When the spot at which it was said Dr. 
Treland had disappeared was pointed out to 
a wharfman this mornivg by the Star re- 
porter, the former shook his head and said 
the accident could mot possibly have hap- 
pened at that place. Had it occurred aa 
stated, the men at work ov the wharf and 
on the Tritonia would have surely seen it, 
as the boat was not fifteen yards away. 
The man also remarked that the Tritonia 
was surrounded by barges on Saturday 
afternoon, and it would therefore have 
been impossible for the body to have been 
carried past them. If Dr. Ireland had 
fallen in the water at the point indicated 
by his wife, the progress of his body down 
the river would have been arrested by the 
ship and barges. At the time of his 
alloged disappearance about 100 men were 
at work on the wharf and its vicinity. 

It now thanspires that the name of the 
man to whom the doctor had loaned the 
money which he was seeking to recover on 
the occasion of his visit to the Donaldson 
wharf, was Belton.

Hawaii we havo anpexed, 
irrespootive of the wishos of hor people, 
who wers not askod whether the consti- 
tution under which they have recently 
lived moots with their approval, ‘Lhe flay 
of our country waves in Hawall over a 
people subjugated by our superior forco 
in flagrant violation ot the consent of tho 
governed. In the case of the Philippines 
wo have the question repeated, only in a 
much 1ore aggravated form, Thore is 
even now @# strife going on among the 
nations of the earth for tho partition and 
possession of Kastern countries. Let us 
take the Philippines, and We shull be tu 
the midst of conflion We shall havo to 
follow the monarchical policy of large 
standing armies, with immense nayies 
(not always voluntary). Wo sball not

Hearted to Trenton. 


‘| Leaves Word for the Body to be Sent 


to Her, if Pound, 


The Montreal Star has tho following : 
Very little, if any, progress has beon mado 
since yesterday in solving the Ireland 
mystery. ‘The wife of tho missing man, ac- 
companied by her uncle, Mr. W. H. Ire- 
land, anda few Trenton friends returned 
to Trenton by tho rogular Grand Trunk 
oxpress last evening Before loaying the 
city she instructed Detective O'Keefe to 
forward the body of hor husband, when 
found, to Trenton for interment. She 
also gave tho detective an inventory of the 
valuables upon the person of Dr. Ireland 
at the time of his disappearance. It con- 
sisted of a watch and chain, a heavy signet 
ring, a scarf pin and $360 in carh, Her 
husband, sho says, was attired in a dark 
suit, and wore amackintosh, In complex- 
ion he was fair. 

Tho impression among Dr. Ireland's per- 
sonal friends in this city is that the doctor 
was dead before he reached the water, 
Those who know him best say that he was 
predisposed to heart failure, and they be- 
evo that he was stricken down with this 
disease while attempting to roach the ‘Tri- 
tonia. If so, then, according to medical 
exports, his body would haye sunk at once 
like a bit of lead to the bottom of the river 
and this would account for its non-appear- 
ance again on the surface, 

Mrs. Ireland states that as she saw her 
husband fall, sho rushed to the riyer front, 
There she met two men, to one of whom 
she gaye, as she supposed, a dollar bill with 
the request that he would find a policeman. 
On her return from the, wharf she found 
that she had gave the man $5 instead of 
$1. When asked by Detective O'Keefe why 
she had not appealed for assistance to the 
men whom she'saw working on the Tritonia, 
she replied that she did not do so because 

she thought they would think she was drunk 
if she had made an ovtcry. She aftorwards 
explained thig somewhat queer remark by 
stating that shortly after she saw her hus- 
band disappear over the edga of the wharf 
she was seized with a sudden sickness. 
While this continued, she did not care to 
approach the men on the wharf, as she be- 
lieved, if she did so, they would think she 
had been drinking. 


An extraordinary feature in connection 
with the case is that nothing definite is 
known with regard to the intentions of the 
missing man, His wife affirms that he in- 
tended going to England. One of his per- 
sonal friends says he was led to believe 
that the doctor was meditating a trip to 
South Africa. Another suys that he was 
on his way to the Old Country to assume a 
penne in his uncle's business. Mr,” 

V. H. Ireland, of Trenton, said that his 
nephew intended entering one of the hos- 
pitals in this city for tho purpose of under- 
going an operation on his hip, which was 
injured by ball shot in the Matabele war. 
No one seems to know just what the mis- 
sing man intended doing, but the presence 
of a large number of trunks ac the St. Law- 
rence Hall would seom to indicate that he 
was about to depart on an extensive trip 
abroad, 


Dr. Ireland had, it is said, $5,000 insur- 
ance policy on his life. Ho was also the 
owner of considerable property in South 


construction of a railway in its vicinity It 
is said that the doctor tried to dispose of 
this property while in England this year. 
He received it as a gift from the Charter 
Company, and the deed of gift provided 
that if he did not dispose of it during his 
lifetime it would at his decease revert back 
tothe company. Dr, Ireland it {is said, 
was anxious to sell it in order that the 
money accruing from its sale might revert 
to his wife in case of his sudden decease.

SENT IT 10 THE COUNCIL. 


Joint Committee Endorse the 
Second Agreement. 


Mr. Mitchell Would not Incorporate 
the Agreement With the Abbotts 
in the Agreement With the City-~ 
But Will Give a Bond to Bring 
Them Here in Case Both Parties 
Carry out Their Agreements With 
Him, 


When the meeting of the Joint Rolling 
Mills Committeo was called to order at nine 
o'clock last evening there were prosent ; 
Ald. Bogart, Chairman ; J. Parker ‘Thomas, 
Secretary; Mayor Johrson, Ald. La+ 
Roche, Ald. Doyle, Ald. Hungerford, Ald. 
Wallace, G.S, Tickell, J. G. Frost, C.F. 
Smith, O, M. Reid, W. W. Pope, Allan, 
McFco, W, H. Jordon, Henry Pringle, 
Walter Alford, C. H. Vermilyea, Thos. 
Hanley, U, Vi. Thompson and D. V. Sin- 
clair, Other citizens presont were Ald, 
Chisholm, Jas. Cummins, R. W. Adams, 
Jas. O'Brien, and T. Blackburn, 

Tho Mayor announced that Mr. Mitchell 
had returned from Montreal, haying enter- 
ed into an agreement with the Abbotts for 
the amalgamation of the Thames Iron Works 
and the Metropolitan Rolling Mills. He 
had reason to feel confident of the good 
faith both of Mr. Mitcholl and the Abbotts, 
He read a letter from Mr. Mitchell address- 
ed to him, as Mayor of tho city, informing 
him of the above amalgamation and stating 
that as-soon as the by-law and agreement 
had been passed the combined plants would 
be moved to Belleville and would be erect- 
ed and equipped concurrently. These works 
would include a merchant bar iron mill, a 
sheot mill, « nail factory, and a spike and 
horse shoo factory and they would employ 
from 100 to 160 men. His Worship him- 
solf was nore than delightec with the bar- 
gain. Wo were now getting the Abbotts, 
for whom Kingston offered $60,000, and 
the Mitchells, for whom we were willing to 
offer $50,000, for the latter sum alone. 

The following is a copy of the letter read 
by the Mayor: 

J. W. Johnson, Esq., Mayor, Belleville, 
Ont., 

Dear Sm,—Having recently returned 
from Montresl, I mish to formally place 
hefore yourself ard the joint committee 
some additional facts.bearing on my agree- 
ment to establish rolling mills in the City 
of Belleville. 


T have definitely completed an amalgama- 
tion between the Thsmes Iroa Works, 
Norwich, and the Abbott & Oo.’s iron con- 
cern of Montreal, (known as the Metropol- 
itan Rolling Mills) and, upon the passage 
of the by-law and agreement as formulated 
by tho joint committee and myself, those 
plants will be combined and brought to the 
City of Belleville. 

The plant thus established will comprise 
a merciant (bar-iron) mill, a sheet mill, a 
nail factory and factories for the manu- 
facture of spikes and horse shoes. These 
buildings will be erected and equipped 
concurrently, 

Tho above machinery when in operation 
will have a combined capacity of employing 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty men.

Mayor Johnson said that Mr, Mitchell 
had declined to make any changes in the 
agreement. He himself thought it would 
be well to have the letter just read incor- 
porated in tho agreoment as a rider under 
seal. He reiteraced his confidence in Mr. 
Mitchell, but would like to see something 
definite incorporated. 

Mr, Tickell said such an incorporation 
would make the by-law moro acceptable to 
the people. Ho was willing to help the 
project along all he could. 

Ald. Hungerford explained that Mr. 
Mitchell went to Montreal to enter into an 
agreement with the Abbotts, armed with 
the resolution passed at the last meeting 
of the Oommitteo, The agreement made 
with the city was incorporated with and 
formed the basis of the agreement with the 
Abbotts, and therefore the formor coula 
not now be ckanged. Mr. Mitchell, how- 
ever, was willing to enter into a bond that 
if the city w cael keop their agreement 
with him,and tho Abbotts would keep their

Cheors Brought Trouble. 

The 7th Infantry closod the parade, 
Direotly the 7th Infantry had passed, the 
Proaidont loft the roviowing stand, going 
into the olub house. Threo cheers were 
given him as he left, and these choert 
Were near to being tho death signal for 
many people. All day long the pressure 
of the crowd onthe polico linos at the 
two ends of tho square jn the centre of 
which tho Union Loague Club is situated 
had been enormous. hey opened their 
lines just as the crowd In front of the 
club house was cheering tho Fresident, 
and the crowd, thinking some new oxolto- 
mont was on, hastened from both ends of 
the square towards the centre. Seeing 
tho awful crush that must inevitably 
ensue, tho polico made a dosperate affort 
to puah the crowd back towards tho ends 
of the squaro, but without avail. Detach: 
ments of soldiers and marines were hur: 
ried to thelr assistance, but in a short 
time they, too, were powerless, 

A Terrible Squeene. 

Finally, aftor desperate pushing, the 
marines managed to clear a small space, 
and, formiug in line, they fixed bayonets, 
and standing shoulder to shoulder, tried 
to nold back the crowd, The offort was 
tutile, and secing shat the bayonets must 
inevitably result in loss of life if kept on 
a level, the marines snatched them off 
and thon it was all over. Marines, sold- 
lors and policemen were mixed in the 
crowd, utterly helpless, ‘Lighter and 
tishtor tho crowd became, and then came 
from womon and men cries of distrosa 
and calls for help, A large stand had 
beon ercoted on the north side of the 
square, opposite the olub houso on 
vacant ground, All along the edgw of this 
stand hands wore reached to the struggl- 
ing crowd below and hundreds of men, 
womon and children were dragged into 
tho stand aboye. Cloaks, overcoats and 
skirts wero torn to shrods and in numer- 
ous instances torn completely from:the 
hody of the wearer as the rescuers abovo 
dragged them hastily over the railings. 
In many instances some of those who 
wore boing hauled from the jam would 
be half way to safety when those below 
would attach thomselyes with a frantio 
clutch to the up-going man or woman. 
Aftor nearly half an hour of this sort of 
thing the crowd was thinned so that a 
Jong breath was possible and comparative 
quiet was restored. No lives were lost. 


TRUSTED THE YANKEES. 


A Verbal Agreement Was Quite Suf- 
ficlont for the Insurgents—A 
Different Story. 


London, Oct, 20.—Tho Globe yesterday 
afternoon publishes an Interview which a 
correspondont had with Agonoillo, tho 
reprosontative of Aguinaldo, before the 
fermer loft Hong Kong for San Francisco 
on his way to Washington and Paris to 
present tho insurgent leader's views, if 
possible, before the United States Peace 
Commission at the French capital. 

Agoncillo, in this interview, is quoted 
as doclaring that tho insurgents hata 
formal agreomont with Rear-Admiral 
Dowey, whereby absolute freedom was 
promised thom in return for thotr assist- 
ance, When Agonoillo was asked if the 
agreomont was in writing he sald: ‘'No, 
wo do not regard the United States as a 
grasping power, and folt that a yorbal 
agrvoment was quito sufficiont,’’ 





What Gen, Merritt Says, 

London, Oct. 20.—Major-Genoral Wea- 
loy Merritt, who has arrived hore from 
Paris, yesterday disoredited the statoment 
attributed to Agonocillo, the agont of 
Aguinaldo, Genoral Morritt said that, 
from conyersations which he had with 
Admiral Dewey, he was satisfied that no 
arrangement had been entered into with 
the Philippine leadors. ‘The Gonoral 
addod: 

“If the Fillpinos wero allowed inde- 
pendence now it would rosult in fighting 
betweon the leaders, which would be 
moro disastrous than any revolution 
which hos hitherto broken ont. Agnin- 
aldo's following 1s slim, and if there was 
an election to-day I do nov bolleve he 
would be prosident,”’ 

The trend of Genera) Morritt's view or 
adyico furnished to tho United Statos 
Peaco Commission at Paris may be 
gathorod from the following atatoment he 
made yosterday: 

“While some of the Filipinos aro able, 
Iam not acquainted with any of them 
who is capablo of governing. I do not 
belleve the insurgonts will resist tho 
Amerloans But, thoro is one certainty— 
thoy will never submit to again being 
rulod by the Spaniards. If America takes 
possersion of the Vhilippino Islands, it 
Will rosult Ina new era in tho Philip 
pines and in our country. Tho islands 
aro of Immense rtrategio value, noayvally 
and commeroially, and theroforo easily 
defended. My study of the British colon- 
fos has greatly interestod mo, They ought 
to prove a valuable object lesson to tho 
United Statos. Tho British system Ja as 
perfect as devisablo."’

Without Their Riders. 

Whon horses are hit in battle, they stop,

of these interesting onimals wore observe ; 
quiotly grazing in the middlo of tho fleld rriocs; {KEM ORM UT an 
botwoon tho two hostile lines, thoir riders 
having boon shot off their backs, whilo the 
balls that flow over tholr houds and the 
tumult behind and before and around 
thom caused no interruption to tho usual 
Instinots of thoir nature, 

It was alao observed that whon a charge 
of cavalry wont past, near to any of tho 
gteay horsos meutionod, they would #06 
olf, form themselves in the rear of thot 
mounted companions, and, though without 
riders, gallop stronuonsly slong with the 
rost, not stopping nor flinching whon the 
fatal shock with the enemy took placo. .

A Belleville Man Was at the Throttle--

A fiondish attempt at train- wrecking took 
place last evening on the Grand Trunk rail- 
way ashort distance west of Brockville.

The {sland of Benga, where the flery or 
doal takes place, was tho supposed resl- 
donoe of some of tho old gods of Fiji and 
was therofore considered a sacred land

First of all, it is necessary to explain the 
native lovo, or oven, In which the masawe 
root Is baked. This oven Is merely a more 
or loss clroular holo or hollow dug and 
ropared in the nd with a diameter of 
rom 18 feet to 24 f The oven ts next 
filled with rough logs of firewood, piled 
up nine or ton foot. On the logs are placed 
@ great number of water worn stones, 
varying in wolght from elght pounds or 
ton pounda to one hundredwoight, It may 
hero be explained that the snasawe isa 
Dracwna, with fibrous roots as largo asa 
yam, and full of sugar. These roots aro 
baked in the loyo for four days. The fire 
for the ordeal ts lighted In the masawe 
oyon before daybreak and burns for sey 
eval bours—that Is to say, until all the 
stones on tho top, big and little, have fall 
en through into the hole and become al- 
most white with hoat. Then of course 
nothing remains buta quantity of charred 
embers and a few half burned logs, In 
due time the embers are dragged or fished 
out by means of vines attached to long 
stloks, the end of the yine haying a run 
ning loop, which 1s placed over tho log 
Tho burned logs and embers having been 
rowoyved,- groon sticks, 18 or 20 feet long, 
are then Inserted into the oven among the 
heaps of hot stones, and, using these as 
levors, tho stones are distributed evenly 
evor the surface of tho whole floor of the 
earth oven. Somotimes the heat Is s0 
terrific that the operators ara unable direct- 
ly to manipulate the levers theruselyer, 60 
they are compellod to rest the polos on tho 
sides of the ovon, and then pull on them 
by means of yine ropes, Tho Fijians who 
take part In this ooremony make for them- 
solyes out of tho broud banana leaf a spe 
elal kind of garment to shelter thelr bodics 
trom the heat given off by the white hot 
etonos, 

When tho big ombers haye been remov- 
ed, the wood ashes are swept atvay by 
means of whisks fastenod to the ends of 
long sticks, and thon nothing remains in 
tho oyon save the clean Iayer of glowing 
stonos. Theso preliminaries occupy about 
half an hour, and thon all is ready for tho, 
coremony itself. At a givén signal the 
performors, barelegged and barefooted, 
excopting for tho anklots of dried forn 
loaves, crowd into the pit and begin walk- 
ing lolsurely about as if on a fashionable 
promenade. 

Hore is the narrative & persoa who 
Witnessed the ceremony: ‘‘ Jonathan, a na- 
tive magistrate, led the way into the pit, 
closely followed by 14 others, They 
marched round about the oven, moving 
slowly and lelsurely and treading firmly 
on tho redhot stonos, Tho spectacle held 
mo spelibonnd. Every moment I oxpected 
my nostrils to be assailed with the sn.1l 
of burning human flosh, but it was not 
#9, and as I lookod in the faces of the mon 
Strolling about in the lovo I could see no 
emotion whatever depicted, but merely 
tho insorutable impassiyity of featuro 
common to many savage races. 

Some of the bystanders threw bundles 
of green leaves and branches into the oyon, 
and then {mmediately the men inside were 
half hiddon in the clouds of steam that 
nroso from the hissing, boiling sap. 
ITandkorchiefs wore also thrown In and 
afforded an unmistakable proof that there 
Was ‘no deception,’ Before those laco 
trifles reached tho floor of the oven they 
wero alight and almost consumed by the 
“roat heat. Presently Jonathan and his 
followers marched out o’ the inferno,apd 
wore promptly examined by the governor's 
commissi¢ner. Not only was there not 
tho least trace of burning, but even their 
anklots, which wero of dried fern leaves, 
were not so much as singed.”’ 

Jonathan himsolf was closely eross ex- 
amined by the goyernmont officials pres- 
ont—of whom he stood in great awe—and 
he declared with perfect candor; “Thore is 
no triok. Why should there be? I and my 
forefathors have dono this thing for gener- 
ations, long before the white man camo 
Into the islands, Some of us may not be- 
lieve the logond of the Fairy Chief Moll- 
wal, but Ido belloyo that it has been giy- 
en to my tribe to pass unharmed at all 
timés through the masawe oven."’ Anoth- 
er offlclal eyewitness declares ‘the men 
had not anolnted themselves with any 
preparation whatsoever.” ‘Traders, mis- 
sionaties and others who haye witnessed 
tho ceremony cannot explain it, and some 
have endeavored to do the thing them- 
solves, with the most horrible and disas- 
trous results, 

Ono official theory, given by Lord Stan- 
more's ald-de-camp, is contained in the 
following: ‘‘I yenture to think that the 
ordinary mortal who visits tropical climes 
has ne idea of the amount of heat the na- 
tives can bear on the soles of tholr fect, 
Let any one put his hand upon a rock or 
object on which the tropical sun has been 
playing for hours, and the result wiJl be 
that ho will find himself extremely anx- 
fous to withdraw it’s speedily as possi- 
ble. The native, howoyer, can go all day 
on the rocks and not feel the heat.”’ 

Lord Stanmoro himself, however, in o 
lottor to the writor, directly contradicts 
the inforonce bere eonyoyed, ‘If we ac: 
copt this theory,’’ ho says in effect, ‘the 
thing excites no wonder, It 4s not, how: 
ever, the case that the nativos’ feet are so 
insonsible. I have often secon tho hardivst 
of natives crossing o short oxtent of the 
shingly bod of a rivor in the hot sunshine, 
compollod to run off and cool thoir foot In 
the atream, being uttorly unable to bear 
tho heat of the sun warmed stones."’ And 
Lord Stanmoro’s testimony Is conclualye 
In hik opinion the thing ts slinply inex-

REWARD. MOM OFERED 


Mrs. Ireland Will Give $500 
for News of Her Hus- 
band’s Whereabouts. 


Victoria People Tell Stories About 
the Missing Man. 


The latest develpments in the Ireland 
case are given as follows by tho Star: 

A letter received this morning from 
Mrs Ireland, Trenton, Ont., authorized a 
friend of hers advertise in the 
Montreal Star that Mrs, Ireland would 
give five hundred dollara roward for the 
body of hor husband. 

On Tuesday, when shv had somewhat re- 
covered from the shock, sho was able to 
give asomewhat rational accdunt of the 
visit of her husband and herself to the 
wharf last Saturday, This story differs in 
some details from that which she told the 
detectives on Sunday. 

It has been stated that Dr. Ireland, at 
the time of his disappearance, was said to 
be hard up. This statement is contradicted 
by a personal friend, who says that in Aug- 
ust last he received the sum of $3,000 from 
the South Africa Chartered Company. 

Almost four weeks ago the missing man 

received a letter from Cecil Rhodes, in- 
forming him that a good opening then 
existed in Rhodesia for a physician, and 
asking him to come out and enter upon the 
practice of his profession there. It is 
thought that Dr. Ireland intended to 
accept the offer, and that his visit to Eng- 
land was preparatory to his departure for 
South Africa. 
* A despatch from Victoria states that Dr. 
Treland was well known out West and his 
friends there are not worrying, as they are 
used to sudden disappearances on his part. 
The correspondent stats that there is a 
woman there who passes under the name 
of Mrs. Ireland, who lived with the miss- 
ing man a number of years as his wife. 

Another report gives the following : 

*. The Ireland mystery bids fair to remain 
such for some time to come. With the 
departure of Mrs, Ireland for Trenton the 
enquiries stopped and the detective depart- 
ment considers that it has done its duty. 


...Detective O'Keefe sees no reason what- 
ever to believe that the doctor is dead be- 
lieying that his labors must cease as he has 
fo instructions to lock for a live man. 

Under the circumstances, seeing that the 
Crown is not inclined to unrayel the my- 
stery, Mrs. Ireland is the only one to un- 
dertako, or give itstructions to the police, 
to proceed to find her husband, ifalive, or 
his body if dead. This she will not ‘do or 
at least has not done up to the present. 


What will bring matters toa head will 
be the application, should she make it, of 
Mrs, Ireland, for the $14,000 lite assurance 
which her husband held, Should she make 
any kind of a determined demand upon the 
Sun Life, the detectives will be quickly 
put on the case, 


Jolin Collins, who is loading lumber at 
the Donaldson wharf, said this morning he 
had known * Billy” Ireland since he was a 
boy and ‘he was a very nice fellow. He 
did not think the doctor was drowncd be- 
cause, he said : 

“T was working right around the wharf 
until six o'clock and there were scores of 
men around, A man could not Fave come 
down there and been drowned, as they say 
Treland was, without a big lot of excite- 
ment. If he was drowned, then, there's 
something very funny about it.” 


So far as now known there was no more 
money on the doctor's life than the 
amounts told of in last night's Herald. 

A despatch was sent to Mr. W. H. Iro- 
land, the uncle in Trenton, asking ques- 
tions which might help to lezd to a solution 
of the mystery, but he has not.replied in 
any form. 

Undoubtedly a claim will shortly be 
made for tho insurance, and till this is 
done, or the doctor turns up, or his body 
is found, little is likely to bo heard of the 
mystery,

DIED FAR AWAY 
FROM HOME. 


A Plainfield Boy Who Received the 
Last Call in Owosso, Michigan, 


Franklin Ross, only son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Elias Ross, of Plainfield, died recently in 
Owosso, Michigan. A friend writing to 
his parents since his death tells how he 
used to speak often of his beautiful home 
in Canada and his kind father and mother 
and how he often expressed the wish to 
seo them, 

From the Owosso Press wo clip the 
following beautiful tribute ; 

Franklin Ross, whose body was interred 
in the Odd Sellows lot in Oak Hill ceme- 
tery last Saturday morning, was born in 
Hastings county, Ontario Noy, 30, 1868, 
and was atthe time of his death nearly 
thirty years of ago. He was the only son 
of Elias and Mary J. Ross, who, by his 
untimely death, aro left alone in the old 
homestead in Canada, Rearcd by christian 
parents. his boyhood, wes marked by all 
the qualities which goto make a perfect 
character, Ashe grew up to young man- 
hood, he united withthe Methodist Epis- 
copal Church and Sabbath School. fis 
happy loving disposition endeared him to 
all his associates, while his easy adaption 
to business made him the staff and comfort 
to his parents old age. In 1895 he came 
to Michigan te visit his uncle, Mr. A. Ross 
on Shiawassee street, this city, and liking 
our beautiful country remained to become 
one of our citizens, 

Going to Grand Rapids, he took up the 
work of an electrician, becoming in a short 
time quite an adept. With success came 
bright dreams of the future, happy with 
keen expectancy, he visiced his cousins and 
told them of his bright prospects, saying 
he would soon be in a position to persuade 
his parents to give up the old home in 
Canada and come to Michigan, to be mear 
him, But alas, before those bright dreams 
were realfzed, just as hope with beckoning 
fingers was drawing him to the consum- 
mation of his plans, he was taken ill with 
typhoid fever and only lived about 13 days. 
His mother was sent for in time to be re- 
cognized while she performed those loving 
duties known only to a tender mother. 

But neither physicians’ skill nor a 
mother's love could hold him back from 
death's dark door, and on Wednesday 
evening, at 8 o'clock, Sept. 22, his spirit 
took its flight, leaving a home desolate and 
aching hearts to mourn his loss. His aged 
father and only sister were unable to be

Major Marchand had had no nows for 
eighteen months, ‘The supplies of am- 
munition aud other war stores promised 
him by the French Government had neyer 
reached him and in consequence of his 
fighta with the Dervish steamers and the 
natives he had very few rounds of cart- 
ridges left por man, He had, however, 
plenty of food, thanks to the Shillook 
natives, and the abundance of game in the 
neighborhood secured his men from want. 

The soldiers Major Marchand had with 
him were not Senegalese, but natives of 
the Timbuktu country.

. Gathered Cream. 


Many of the gathered cream buttermak- 
ers complain that there is nothing in the 
dairy papers any more treating on the 
gathered cream process. This is true, but 
after all there is nob much written about 
seperator butter that will not apply to 
gathorod cream also. The main thing with 
gathered cream goods as well as separator 
is to have the patrons furnish good milk 
and cream, A buttermaker handling gath- 
ered cream has very little contvol over-the 
ripening of the cream. About the only 
thing he can do is to stop tho development 
of acid just as quick as possible. It does 
not interest him very much whether cream 
ripened at a high or low temperature will 

roduce the best results. He kncws that 
his is mostly ripened at a high temperature 
on the road. From this on there is little 
difference in the manner that the butter is 
handled. He churns at a higher tempera- 
ture than with separator cream and gets a 
better bodied butter. He can also work 
the butter more and longer without im- 

airing the grain, The State Center 

reamery isa gathered cream plant and 
thoy tell me they have one route the cream 
from which will make extras all the time ; 
but with all the othors it is dificult to get: 
the flavor, A number of years ago I work- 
ed in a creamery whore all but about ad: z- 
en of the patrons had springs to set their 
milk in. Wehadno trouble in making 
just as fine butter as they do now with 
separators. I donot bolieve that patrorsare 
selling gathered cream as they did yeers 
ago. I remember when the first sresmery 
started in Mitchell County it would not 
accept cream unless the milkgbed been 
submerged in cald water while “@h® cream 
was rising. ‘Tho writer was hauling cream 
those days and used to haye to go into milk 
houses, roll up his sleeves and reach down 
into the water eight or ten inches aftor the 
cans, And this is in the dead winter, 
with the theremcmeter coquetting around 
the 20 below vero mark, We had to do all 
the skimming in those days, and one place 
I will rover forgot. ‘This was where I had 
to skim twenty cans of milk each 
morning. But to get back to the subject. 
I do not expect to see much improvement 
in gathoring cream butter until all or. most 
of the patrons get hand machives. Thon T 
expect to seo them give the whole milk 
creamories a yory morry chase,—Chicago 
Produce.

Toronto, Oct. 39.—Lho quict nolghbor- 
hood of Logan avonuo was thrown into 
Intenso excitement last night by ono of 
tho most horriblo tragedios over perpo 
trated in Toronto, Into a protty cottage 
filled yostorday morning with the merry 
laughtor of little children, grim, mocking 
insanity ontorod, and bofore hoe passed 
Into the atroot again,. threo fair, curly- 
headed children, tho eldest xot more than 
fiye yoars of ago, lay ould in death. The 
sogay rain and tho darkness that on 
yoloped tho street mado a fitting accom 
paniment to the dood, 

Tho Seene of the Dood. 

Who sceno of tho tragedy .was 559 
Logan ayonuo, the home of Charlos EK. 
Burrell, marblo polisher at tho cornor of 
Parliament and Winchester, it is'a two- 
storey frame dwolling, with greon shut: 
ters, and a low wooden fonco Iu front. 
Tho house stands by Itself, a vacant lot 
Intorvening botwoon it and tho red brick 
rosidonce of the first neighbor, Mr. We 
H. Collins. Tho Collins forvily were 
about the only intimate friends tho Bur- 
rells had, When Mr. Burre!|'s first wife 
diod he married again, and throe young 
ohildren, Stanloy, Harold and Ethel, 
ranging inage from 6 to 1, wore the 
frnits of the union. Thoro. was insanity 
in the young wife's oyn family, but 
Mr. Burroll didn’t know of it, 

The Frenzied Mother, 

She was a norvons, fragilo little wo- 
man, who suffered with rhoumatism of 
tho heart, mulancholia succeeded, and 
Dr. J. R. Pyne, who was called in, ad- 
yisod {ramediate romoyal to the hospital, 
but tho husband sald thero was no ool 
of it, Thursday was wash day, and tho 
rheumatism seemed to havo disappoared, 
for sho engayod in tho family laundry all 
day. With tho family also lived threo 
childron of the former marriigo, Noellio, 
a young girl of 17, and two boys attend- 
ing Bolton avenue school. Tho family 
passed tho noon dinnor hour most hap- 
pily yostorday, and separated cach for 
his respoctive work in tho bose of spirits. 
Mrs. Burrell remained to wash the dishes 
and act ag tho guardian angel of the 
ohildren. 

Father Comes Homo, 

When Mr. Burrell, father of tho dead 
children, returned home from his work 
at Gibson's marblo works, at Winohestor 
aud Parliamont streets, he found his 
wite busily ongaged in getting the sup- 
per ready, Tho kottio was stoaming, and 
everything was in apparent readiness for 
his retuns. Mr, Burrell at once notiood 
that the childrsn were not in their usual 
places at the table, and enquired of his 
wife as to whother thoy had eaton their 
supper. ‘The reply given by the woman 
was that she had given them their sup- 
por early and had pub them to bol for 
the night. The father thon asked that the 
chidren ‘be brought downstairs again, but 
his wife sald, ‘Oh, thoy are all right 
where they aro,"’ 

Goes Upstairs. 

Mr. Burrell stood at tho foot of the 
stairway, and was about to go up, whon 
his wife seized him, and bogged of him 
to allow them to sleep and not arouse 
them, ‘The tather, determired to sco the 
children, went upstairs to the room, and 
his wife followed him. The door was 
closed, and as ho ontored his eyes foll 
upon the youngsters lying ouddled to- 
gethor in the cot. Whon Mr. Burrell 
realized that the children wero doad, he 
exclaimed, ‘‘My God! have you killed 
thom?"’ His wifo, with downoast head, 
roplied, ‘‘ Yes, I have."’ 

Mr. Burrell, although grief stricken, 
ran out for a nolghbor, Mr, Jack Dorst, 
and returned with him to the house, 

Mother Tells How Sho Killed Them, 

Mrs. Burrell was standing in the 
kitchen when the two men entered, and 
Mr. Dorst quostioned her as to why sho 
hal committed tho awful decd, Mrs, 
Barrell did not appear alarmed in any 
way, and snid that she did not expect to 
live yory long, and if the children lived 
after her that they would surely sin. 
She was satisfied in hor mind that they 
wore angola, and that thoy were hotter 
off in heaven. Mrs, Burroll then went on 
to toll how she had committe tho deed. 
She took the three children upstairs 
about 8 o'clock, and sat thom upon a 
largo bed in the room. ‘Lhe mother had 
a straw in her hand, and tickled the 
children until they noarly went into 
convulsions with laughter, All the time 
tho mother hold a stout red cord in ner 
hand, ond she mado a loop in it, large 
enough to adinit of a child’s head, Soiz- 
ing lttlo Kthol, tho youngost of tho 
throo, sho put the cord about its neck 
ond choked it to death. Stanley, a boy 5 
yoars of age, quickly noticed the peoullar 
actions of the mothor, and asked what 
was the mattor with the baby. Mrs. Bur- 
roll, in her mad frenzy, did not reply, 
and proceedod to put the loop about hia 
neck. ‘Tho child could not offer any ro- 
sistance, as it was a cripple, complotely 
paralyzed on ono sido. In the same way 
the woman took tho remaining child and 
took its life. 

Tho Little Tots Found, 

When tho tragedy was discovered by 
Mr. Burrell, tho threo children woro 
found lying in the cot, sido by aide, and 
Harold was laid across tho bottom. ‘here 
Wore no wounds on the body, with the 
excoption of slight abrasions of the skin 
caused by the cord boing tightened about 
their necks. Tho children, from Appoar- 
anoos, had died without a atrugglo, and 
looked as though they wero in « poacofu) 
sluin bor, 

In the Hands of the Police, 

Whon the polico wont to tho houso, 
Mra. Burroll did not offor any rosiatance 
and calmly submitted to boing placed 
under arreat. Tho patrol wagon was 
summoned and tho woman was takon to 
Polloy Headquarters on Court stroot, 
whofe sho was placed In_a cell with tho 
other temale prisoners. sho prisonor js 
87 years of ago and is sho in staturo, 
Sho was slooping poncefully Jast night 
and does not, from appoarances, rosomblo 
& person capablo of committing such a 
terrible act. 

Sho ie the second Mrs. Burrell, and has 
beyn married six years. By his first wifo 
Mr. Burroll had aix children, Thoy aro 
Rov. Wm. R. Barrell, vastor of Sheridan 
Ayenue Baptist Churoh; Rey. Charlos 
Edward Burrell, pastor of tho Baptint 
Churoh at Woatport, Ontario; Goorgo and 
Arthur, at prosont attonding Bolton nvo 
nuo school; Mra. Kobert Staff of Burk's 
Falla; Elizabeth, who lives with her 
brother at Wostport, and Nollio, aged 17, 
who, until Thuraday, lived at the Bolton 
avenuo homo, Nellie ja at prosont lying 
with her brother, Roy. Wm, KR, Burrell. 

The Pastor's Story. 

“I wanted them to go to heaven right 
away,’ said tho dumonted woran to hor 
pastor, Key, P, ©, Parker of Firat Avo 
nuo Baptist Churoh, who arrived shortly 
aftor the discovery of tho deed, ‘I want 
od thom to go before me.""

DUE TO THE CUBAN DEBT. 





ye pauish-American Peace Commissioners 


Make Another Adjournment, 
Paris, Oot. 22.—-Tho joint session of 


the Peace Commission yesterday lasted 
from 2 p.m. to 4.30 p.m. During this 
time the commissioners discussed the 
socond serios of writton arguments put 
forward by tho Spanish for the purpose 
of prevailing upon the Amorican conm- 
missioners to asanme the Cuban debt. No 
definite conclusion was reached and tho 
commissioners adjourned,until Monday, 
when the Cuban question will again bo 
discusse:. 


Who Should Assume the Debt. 
London, Oct, 21.—‘Uhe Speaker, in a 


long artiolu on the Peace Commission, 
says: 


‘Tho reluctance of America to annex 


Cuba is mainly duo to a desire to oscapo 
tho burden of vhe Cuban debt. At the 
samo time the doctrine of international 
Jaw by which a.debt inourrod by a ruler 
binds his successors, rests upon slight 
foundation. 


“It Is monstrous that a tyrant should 


be able to burden future generations 
siinply because he is in possession of tho 
material government. If investors felt 
that in international law loans incurred 
against the will of the people would not 
attach to the country in the event of a 
change of government, there would be 
loss of that monetary support of misgov- 
ernmont which has disgraced the high 
finance of tho nineteonth century. 


Chargeable Upon Cuba. 
‘For fifty yoars Spain has ruled Cuba 


in doflanoo of the will of the Cuban peo- 
ple and in spite of tho constane protest of 
tho United States. Ihe cost ot hor mili- 
tary operations were mot by loans spool- 
ally chargeable upon Cuba, in tho firas 
place in order to punish the Cubans and, 
in tho second, in order to arrange for a 
cheap retreat jn the ovont of being 
driven out by America. 


‘In o word tho debt has been charged 


upon Cuba largely with the object of 
saidling it upon tho United States, The 
bondholders woro oncouraged to look to 
the supposed doctrine of international law 
as part of tho security whilo they know 
they were lending to Spain against tho 
will of both Cubans and Americans. Ib 
is to bo hopod that tho United Statos, 
while assuming sovereignty over Cuba, 
will refuse to pay any part of tho dobt 
except tho monoy used in the doyelop- 
mont of the island, theroby setting o 
most useful precodont by which tyrants 
and financlors will do woll to tako noto.’’

France Still Acting Warlike. 

Paris, Oct, 22.—Tho Temps last even- 
ing published a despatch from Nantes 
suving that the fourth battalion of the 
infantry regiments comprising tho 21st 
division, with headquarters at Nantos, 
haye completed thelr war equipment. 
Each man, it is added, has recelyed 120 
rounds of ammunition and his camp 
ousttit, and the offlosrs of all tho, four 
regiments of that division haye been sup- 
plicd with royolver cartridges. Tho divi- 
sion Js now in readiness to march when 
ordorod, and it 1s belleved these troops are 
intended for const dofence, ‘Lhe dofence 
of St. Nazare 1s also being organized. 





Britain Will Not Budge. 

London, Oct. 22.—Government oircles 
here are apparently satisflol that tho 
Fashoda quostion will not lead to war. At 
tho saine time, the doterination Js rolter- 
ated not to budge from the position 
whlvh the British Govornmont has taken 
up, no mattor what tho outcome may be. 
It js sald on™ good authority that the 
British Government has also determined 
not to brook unreasonable delay, and that 
in the event of France declining to evacu- 
ate Fashoda, shy Marchand party will ba 
removed from that placo, although it is 
not oxpected that it will be necessary to 
resort to such oxtromes. “ 


France Moro Defiant. 


Paris, Oot, 22,—A remarkable change 
has como over Fronch opinion on tho 
Fashoda quostion during the last 48 
hours. The attitude of the public 1s more 
inflamed and more doflant. This is partly 
due to the tone of the British press, but 
more to the threatening speech of tho 
British Chancelior of the Exchoquer, Sir 
Michavl Hioks-Beach, which the Autorite 
enalls ‘'s provocation that is almost a 
thront of war.’’ 

The Muniotpnal Council of Paris is 
abused on all sides for exhorting the 
Government to avort war. 

In Goyernmont circles the disposition 
scems to be to resist the British de- 
mands, 

It is reported that the policy of France, 
as dofinitely stated to GroaS Britain, in- 
eludes the retention of Fashodn. 


LOOKS MUCH LIKE WAR. 


Significent Orders Said to Have Been 
Insued by the British Admiralty 
at Portsmouth. 


London, Oot. 23.—A despatch to tho

Why 
tho trade of the country was taxed and 
throttled at Montreal while money 
was being wasted fon more doubtful 
constituencies than Montreal was too easily 
soon. Tho trade of Montreal was secured 
to the support of the Government by other 
methods. But the Conservative Goy- 
ernment never set deliberately to work un- 
der the advice, silly or worse, of a section- 
al politician to cripple and destroy Mont- 
real harbor, * * * * Some months 
ago ho got the harbor interests to agree to 
a compromiso plan on condition that the 
work should be exclusively paid for by 
Goyernment. It was not altogether a credit- 
able surrender, and those who made it are 
now leftinthelurch.. * * * Now they 
learn that the Government is not going to 
make Montreal a freo port, and is not go- 
ing to assume the cost of improving the 
harbor. On the contrary, the proposal is 
that theGovernment shall only make a loan 
to the Harbor Commissioners at three per 
cent, which will involve additional bur- 
dens upon tho harbor finances, that is, on

the shipping business of the St. Lawrence. 
Nor is this the worst. Not only is the 
harbor to be burdened for a crippling 1m- 
provement which it only sboepied on the 
condition that it should not be burdened 
with the cost of it, but it is to be burdened 
in addition with tho cost of docks and cle- 
yators, which it never proposed to construct 
at ils own expense, and which its shipping 
trade wi'l be crushed under the weight of. 
Thus the shipping interests and the Har- 
bor Commission find the result of thoir 
bargain with Mr. Tarte to be that they are, 
firet, saddled with a bad plan of improve- 
mert, which they accepted only on con- 
dition that the Government should bear 
the cost of it; second, that theharbor and 
the trade of the port mus¢ bear the cost ; 
third, that the harbor and trade of the 
port must bear, in addition, the cost of 
decks and other works in Hochelaga, which 
the business interests really do not care 
for, but which are to be undertaken in the 
interests of political jobbery and not of 
trade. The Board of Trade, the Corn Ex- 
change, the Shipping Interests und the 
Harbor Commissioners made a very ques- 
tionable bargain, and they are finding out

Events, Ottawa (Independent Liberal). 
The present Administration profess to 
be anxious to reduce the cost of governing 
the country. On that plea they stopped 
the statutory incroases to the public ser 
yants, avd cut off an officer here and there 
in the service. When thiswas done they 
surveyed their work with pride, and called’ 
upon the country to applaud them.

Mean- 
time, however, the people have been 
wondering if that yas to be the end as 
well as the beginning of the retrenchment.

Mail and Empire. Ihave to repeat that 
Tam not a Conservative, never was, and 
never expect tu be. I never belonged to 
any party except it was tho Liberal party 
in opposition, Laurier and his supporters 
out of power were great reformers, and I 
am areformer, and I believe there are a 
lot of things that require reforming, and if 
I haye appeared to be against the present 
Administration, it is bocause I have been 
candid enough to say exactly what I think. 
* * * When the Liberals were criticis- 
ing Conservative doals, I was on their side, 
and if L pow appear to be with the Con- 
seryatiyee, it is because they are denounc- 
ing the same things in the Liberals. An 
clection to-morrow night might tind me on 
the other side a,ain. 1 will always 
denounce wrong and oxpose insincerity, 
and I do nct caro who is hit. As long as 
Governments are carricd on by men and 
not by angels, there will be need of severe 
independent criticism.

The Burrell Childron Wore Strangled by 
Their Mother, Who Was a Treublo- 





Broodiag Woman. 
Toronto, Oct. 24.—'‘Wo find that at 
No, 559 Logan avenue, in tho oity of 


Toronto, on the 2ist day of October, be 
tween tho hours of 3 and 6 o'clock p.m., 
the sald childron, Stanley, Harold and 
Ethol Burroll, came to their deaths,"each 
bejng strangled by its mother, Isabolia 
Borrell.”’ 

Suoh was the yerdict of the jury em- 
panelled by Coroner Powell on Saturdsy 
at Bolton Avenue Fire Hall to snquire 
into the facts surrounding the death of 
the three children who were stranglod 
by their mothor, Mrs, Burrell, on Friday 
afternoon, 

After viewing the bodies the eyiddnce 
of witnesses was heard. 

‘Tho Fathor’s Story. 


Charles Kdward Burrell, father of the 
dend children, explained that in the 
house in which ths deed was committed 
thore were, beside the threo dead chi) 
drop, three others by his first wife. Ho 
loft home at 6.25 in the morning for 
work and at that time the children were 
loft alone with their mother. The day of 
the tragedy was tho firet day that the 
children were left alone in the care of the 
mother, 

Continuing, the witnoss said that his 
wife was woll in body and mind up till 
ngs March, when she was removed te tho 
Genoral Hospital suffering from rhou- 
matic fever, She remasned in the institu- 
tion for two months and’then left. * She 
took sick again on Sept. 6 and went back 
to the hospital for further troatment. She 
was discharged on Oct, 1. 

The husband, in answer to questions, 
enid that his wife was particularly fond 
of the children, and at times became yery 
anxious as to their future welfare. 

Further questioned as to any insanity 
in his wife's family, Mr. Burrell said 
that her sister was at present confined in 
an asylum near Londow, Wngland. The 
fathor added that,about three wooks ago 
his daughtor Nollie*was competied to take 
Harold from his mother, as she was hurt- 
ing him. 

Several times recently he heaid his 
wife tell tho obfldren that she would 
soon hayo thom little angels. Very often 
his wife would become sullen and gaze 
intontly at objects. She never displayed 
any feeling towards the witness, but 
she at several times spoke of Nellie’s at- 
tachment for the dead chiltren. 

Turning to She time of tha discovery of 
the crime, witness said he became sus- 
picious because the children always met 
him at the door, and he missed them. 
Mrs. Burroll, after the finding of the 
bodies, appoared satisfied with what she 
had done. 

What Dr, Sneath Says. 


Dr. Sneath said there wore no finger- 
mrke, but thero was evidence that the 
death of each child was caused by stran- 
gulation, 

‘Tho report of the post mortem exam- 
ination on the Lody of Harold, made y 
Dr. Anderson, showed that death wi 
due to asphyxia, due to strangulation. 


A Trouble-Brooding Woman, 


Dr, H. B. Atkins gavo evidence of Mrs, 
Burrell’s treatment at the General E 
pital in September, Ho saw her almost 
daily and she was sufforing from hoart 
disease, brought om by the previous at- 
tack of rhoumatie feyor. She appeared, 
while a patient, to be vory deprossed, 
Tho doctor attributed tha depression to 
bo due to the diseaso. Sho expressed her- 
self to the nurses of tho Institution as be- 
ing suspicious of the other pationts, and 
appeared to the witness us being o 
trouble brooding Woman, Mrs. Burruwll, 
ho thought, was suffering from acute 
melancholia when she had committed the 
deod.

In reply to Ald. Grills, Ald Hungerford

Ald. Doyle objected to the absence of 
any specification as to the value. 

Mayor Johnson said the Haecutive had 
seen a plan of the proposed buildings and 
they would require more land than the 
city was giving and the Company would 
have to buy more.

25,—Tho moat 
bloody raco confilct that has takon place 
in Mississippi #inoe the oxctting days of 
tho reconstruction poriod is raging in 
Soott County, 50 milos west of Moridian, 
It-yrew out of an assault on Charlos D 
Freeman, a white man, by Billy Burko, 
a nogro Freeman and Burke became in 
yolyed in a quarrel, which onded in 
Barko assaulting Frooman with a hoo. 

A warrant was aworn out for tho arrost 
of Burke, and Constable Lhompson, with 
15 men, went to tho honso of Burko, 
who 'ves a milo from Harperville, at 9 
o'olook Saturday night to execute the 
writ, Whon Constanlo Thompson and his 
posse arrived thoy found Burko fortified 
in his little log hut with 50 or 60 nogroos 
ambushed on tho promisos, and tho 
ofticor’s domand for a surrender was an 
aworod with a volley. Oficor Sibley, ono 
of the posse, was instantly killed and 
threo othora, Inoluding Constable Lhomp 
son, soriously wounded. The posse was 
thrown Into confusion by tho yolleys, but 
tho firo was roturned and for a thno a 
dosporate battle raged in the dark, The 
nogroos wore greatly in the majority, 
however, and tho officora retired and sent 
runnors for help, ‘Lhe Sheriff responded 
with heavy roinforcoments and the battle 
was ronewod Sunday morning. 

Fought All Day. 

Tho fight was kept up all day, and 
whon the last courier reached the nearest 
tulograph office, 10 miles from ths scene 
of the battle, at a lato hour Sunday 
night, ho reported 10 nogroes had been 
killed and several wounded. Four negroes 
wore onptured and taken to Forest, 
whore they ave guarded by 200 white 
men to prevent thelr rsaeue by nogro 
sympathizers. A goneral alarm has been 
vent out over Scott and the adjoining 
counties of Kankin, Newton and Smith, 
und handreds of white men are under 
arms and on their way to Harporville. 

Sheriff Stevenson, realizing the danger 
apprehendod, immediately wired Governor 
MoLaurin at Brandon for aid in quoll- 
ing a probable widespread disturbance, 
Upon receipt of this telegram the Goy- 
€rnor prooured a special train at Brandon 
and accompanied by « posse of 30 men, 
armod with shot guns proceeded to For- 
est. Arriving thore carly ip the vvening 
they found that thore was small danger 
of riot assuraing proportions beyond the 
ability of the posso on hand to keep order. 

Governor McLaurin of Brandon natar- 
ally counsels moderation, but in the 
oxoited state of the public mind a great 
foar is exprossed that the posse will not 
rogard this suygestton faverably. Their 
presence, howover, will undoubtedly have 
a groat influence in restricting the num- 
ber of fatalities after enough negroes 
have boen killed to satisfy the outraged 
feeling of the whites in that section.

Agreement Amended in Several Particulars and 


By-Law Adjourned. 


Another Meeting Friday Night--The Points Which were Criticized--The 


y to Meet the City Half way in Every- 


Ald. Denmark objected to having a Ilabil- 
{ty hanging over us. Legislation should be 
secured the very next session. 

A long discussion then took place, during 
which Mr, Carman reminded the Council 
that they were making o great many 
changes in the agreement which bad not 
been contemplated and which might not 
pass their Board. It was all right to look 
after the Interests of the Citys but they 
Should remember that the local members of 
the Company were not in It for money, but 
to advance the interests of Belleville. After 
Mr. Dresser, Mr. Hudson, Ald. Hungerford 
and Mr, Thompson had spoken, the clause 
was amended, so that the Company are to 
seoure the legislation within two sessions, 
orif the works be put up and In =HOnIBE 
order they are to have ten sessions in whic! 
to secure its ratification. 

THE ELECTION EXPENSES, 

A certifled cheque for 8590 was to be de- 
posited by the Company, from which the 
expenses of the submission of the By-law 
were to be paid. 

Ald, Falkiner raised the point that this 
might be retained for ten years on the 
Company. They would thus practically be 

aying the expenses, whether it carried or 
failed. 

Ald Denmark said the City Council could 





} not authorize the payment of the expenses 


of the subm ssion. 

Mr. Carman thought that a bond might 
be given for $500 which could be returned 
when legislation was secured, 

It was shown, however, that this would 
be illegal ; that the City could pay no cash 
for expenses until legislation was secured, 
The Company must provide cash,nota bond, 
Mr, Carman protested strongly against the 
Company having to pay the expenses of the 
vote in case the by-law did not carry, 

Finally it was decided that the members 
of the Company give a cheque for $400 out 
of which the actual expenses will be paid 
and the balance refunded. If the by-law is 
carried the amount will be refunded as soon 
as the City has a legal right to do so, 

STRIKES, 

Ald. Petty fobjected to the clause which 
stated that all delays caused by accidents, 
Strikes or forrepairs should not be regard- 
edasa violation of the agreement. The 
Strikes were usually the fault of the em- 
ployers. He moved in amendment that if 
4 strike occur it be left to arbitration, and if 
the employers are to blame that they be 
held to their agreement. 

The Mayor suggested 
“strikes” be dropped. 

Mr, Dresser said that he was quite agree- 
able, that he didn’t expect any trouble with 
the employees, that he hadn't asked for the 
condition, but that it had been put there be- 
cause It was in the Mitchell by-law. 

The word was dropped. 

The agreement, now so badly mutilated 
as to be almost unrecognizable, was agreed 
to without farther change. Mr, Dresser 
and the other members of the Compan 
offered to ales it st once, but the City Sol- 
icitor thought it should be drawn up again 
in proper shape and then signed. 

Ald. Falkiner thought the discussion of 
the by-law should be adjourned, the agree- 
ment was in such ashape. It was not in a 
presentable shape to offer to the people. 
Mr, Dresser signified his willingness to 
have it adjourned for a day or two. 

Ald. Wallace objected to an adjournment. 
It looked like a scheme to prevent the two 
by-laws being voted on on the same day. 
Ald. Ashley asked if the carpet by-law 
cou!d be prepared in time to be ready for 
voting on the same day.

SCHOONER ELIZA FISHER. 


Thirty Days to Charlotte and Return 

The schooner Eliza Fisher, of Belleville, 
artived in Kingston yesterday morning 
after a long and expensive trip to Charlotte. 
Sho loft hero thirty days ago to load coal 
at tho American port, but heavy gales and 
dirty woather hold hor at Charlotte until 
last Thuraday night. Seven attempts were 
made to cross the Inko, but each time she 
was forced to turn back to seek shelter 
after seoing the north shore three times, 
Onco the Fisher was closely following the 
schooner Flootwing across whon her flying 
jib was torn asunder, and again Ospt. 
Jamos Nicholson’ was obliged to turn back. 

Laat Thursday night another start waa 
made and the schooner made a successful 
run across to Presqu’ Ile and anchored in 
Brighton Bay uantit Saturday morning, the 
wind being too heavy to work in the shal- 
low water. While lying there on Saturday 
morning the crew assisted in taking 
soundings for the tug Walker, which ran 
aground tn the bay and was still hard and 
fast whon the Fisher left for this port. 
Murray Canal was reached about the time 
the heavy wind from tho south-west, sprung 
up end the Captain was forced to tie up at 
head of tho canal until Sunday noon, when 
another start was made to reach Kingston. 

A smooth ran was made through the 
capaluntil the iron railway bridge was 
reached, when tho steamer Alexandria 
attempted to pass her. The schooner kept 
as close as possiblo to the windward shore, 
and the Captain hailed the steamer, re- 
questing that sho be held back, as he was 
about to pass through the bridge. Instead 
the steamer kept on, and when abreast of 
the schooner gave the bells to reverse the 
engines, as the suction drew both boata tc- 
gother, and both would haye crashed into 
tho bridge had no} their headway boen 
checked, 


\ In coming together the jibboom of the 
Fisher smashed through the paddle box 
of the steamer, and her horn went through 
one of the staterooms, doing considerable 
damage to her upper works. The head- 
gear and bow chains of the schooner were 
carried away.

The Mayor thought the Council had been 
treated in a cavalier fashion.

Mr. Hudson Asks His Name to be Taken From the Agreement--Mr, J. L. 
Biggar’s Substituted--Mr. Tickell’s Objection and Mr. Dresser's Reply 
--The Speeches Given Almost Verbatim.

value of buildings and plant, ond the 
amount of stock subscribed, from the three 
local gentlemen, ment oned in the agree- 
ment, The bonus at any rate cannot be 
paid until after the legisiation is secured

, not pay for the plant unless it was up to 
the required value. He could not imagine 
anything more satisfactory than that. 

Ald. Falkiner said it was nonsense to ap- 
point a man referee, if he would not consent 
to act. What about Mr, Ritchie? He thought 
the whole matter should be laid over and 
that each member should receive a copy of 

| the agreement. 

The Mayor called attention to the fact 
that the certificate must be signed by all 
three before the money can be pald by the 
city. 

| Mr. Carman assured the Council that be- 
fore the cortificate was signed two of the 
| best experts would value the plant, other- 
wise the local men would not purchase it. 
' Everything would be clear and above board 
' or they would wash their hands ot it. 

The Mayor announced that Mr, J.L.

The question was raised whether the sign- 
ing of the agreement could not be left over 
and the by-law proceeded with. Mr. Mas 
son safd that the first reading could not be 
given the by-law until the agreement wes 
signed, 

Ald, Panter objected to discussing the 
by-law unless they were certain the 
agreement would be signed. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell Informed the Coun- 
cll that Mr. J. L, Biggar assured him in the 
afternoon of his willingness to have his 
name inserted in the agreement. 


Mr. Biggar soon after came in and, his 
name being substituted for that of Mr, 
Hudson, he signed the agreement, together 
with Messrs. Carman and Dresser, Nr. U. 
E. Thompson being indisposed, the agree- 
ment was taken tohim at his home and 
there signed, 





THE BY-LAW, 

The by-law was then read clause by 
clause, 

The Mayor explained that the debentures 
would not be issued until the by-law had 
been approved of by the Legislature. 


THE DAY OF POLLING, 


Ald. Bogart, in moving that polling bs on 
November 22nd, said that there had been 
considerable discussion es to tke advisabil- 
ity of having this and the Mitchell By-law 
voted on on the same day. It was an insult 
to the intelligence of the voters of the city 
to say that they could uot vote on the 
two questions on the one day, He did not 
believe they would affect each other either 
injuriously or advantageously ; each would 
stand or-fall on its ownu- merits. We 
would save $100 and would not be asking 
the men to Jeave their work on two differ- 
entdays. He believed the yoterae would 
have time to make up their minds on the 
present by-law before Noy. 22nd. 

Mayor Johnson believed they should come 
before the people on separate days. 
ing on two such important questions the 
yoter was liable to become confused, ‘There 
was a great difference between them which 
should be made clear to the people; we 
have an absolute right by Act of Parliament 
to,rant the Mitchell bonus, we have no 
legal r'ght to grant the latter, The only 
argument raised was the expense; it did 
not come in, it was a mere bagatelle com- 
pared to the $85,000 involved. Each one 
should go on its own merits and there 
should be a thorough discussion separately. 
It was not right to tack this by-law on the 
Mitchell by-law,the provisions of which had 
been before the people for discussion for 
several months. He was going to vote for 
both, but he wanted the deliberate opinion 
of the people and then not have the chagrin 
of knowing afterwards that the one had 
affected the other. We were going to vote 
$85,C09, which would mortgage the city for 
the next 20 years, and there should be 
thorough discussion, 

Ald. Denmark believed {t would be legal 
to submit the two on the one day, but ia 
not think it would be right. He wasa 
warm supporter of both, but he wanted to 
know how the expenses would be divided. 
The Carpet Company were paying the ex- 
penses of the printing only. Suppose, 
after Mr, Mitchell's by-law were passed, he 
would decline to come and would say, take 
the expenses of the polling out of my $500 
and give me my balance, would it be fair to 
tax him the polling expenses of both? The 
extra expense referred to would be but 
little, simply the expenses of the polling 
officers. He believed the ballots would be 
likely to get mixed and a voter might vote 
twice on the same by-law. The Mitchell 
by-law was legal and was bound to go 
Enon, while the other was at present 
illegal,and_with all due respect to the state- 
ments of the promoters, he didn't believe 
they would invest $40,000 in buildings and 
plant and subscribe $€9,C00 stock without 
securiog a puatentes of the required legis- 
Jation,and he didn't believe it would ever bo 
granted by the Hardy Government, 

Ald, Lott belleved the two by-laws could 
be voted on as well here as in other cities. 
Keep separate poll books and no such game 
as Ald. Denmark referred to could be 
carried on. What do we care about it being 
illegal if the Company are willing to put up 
the money? 

Ald. Bogart could still see no objection to 
saving $75 or $109, They yote in Toronto 
on two or three by-laws at once and they 
must have the required voting machinery.

THE DREYFUS TRIAL. 





M. Bard Concluded Mis Report and Mme. 
Dreyfus’ Counsel Followed, 


Paris, Oot, 2.—At yostorday’s sossion 
of the Court of Cassation in the Palaco 
of Justice, M. Bard, the reporter, con- 
cluded his report of the Dreyfus case, the 
first part of which was presented on 
‘Thursday. Ho said that the court should 
make overy investigation necessary to 
enlighten them and place the whole truth 
in evidence. It was for tho court, M. 
Bard added, to decido what remained to 
bo done. The task was a delicate one, but 
that was no motiye to avoid it. He con- 
cluded with remarking: ‘You have a 
great duty to fulfill, Do what your con- 
sciences dictato.’"’ 

M. Menard, counsel for Mme. Dreyfus, 
followed. Ho urged that an inyestigation 
be ordered concerning tbo divergency of 
the testimony of the oxpert who oxamin- 
ed the bordereau in 1894 and 1897, and 
also to ascertain whether secret docu- 
monts wore communicated to tho mem- 
bers of the court-martial.

J. C, Warrington, of Montreal, 
Consénts to an Abandon- 
ment. 


South Finch Man Made the Demand 
--Ontario Farmers Interested. 

A despatch from Montreal says : 

Tho cheose industry throughoucs the 
country will bo affected by tho failure of J. 
O. Warrington, the well-known cheese ox- 

ctor. Mr. Warrington waa one of the 
largest cheese operators in the Dominion, 
and had branches in Ingersoll, and other 
points in Ontario. He purchased largely 
from the Ontario farmers. 

On Saturday o demand of assignment 
was sorved on Mr, Warrington by Mr. 
George L. McLoan, of South Finch, Ont., 
who claims an amount of $3,409. Onadvice 
of his counsel Mr, Warfington has consent- 
ed to make an abandonment. A statement 
is boing prepared for the credi ors, and un- 
til it is completed it will be impossible. to 
say exactly what tho liabilities will be, but 





there is no doubt they will be very heavy, 

Mr. Warrington, it is estimated, has al- 
roady shipped nearly half a million boxes 
of cheese from this port up to date this 
season, and he has contracted to deliver 
cheese into January. Amongst tho princi- 
pal creditors will be the Ontario farmers, 
with whom Mr. Warrington dealt yery ox- 
tonsively. 

The failure will not affect the London 
houso of ©, D. Warrington. 

Itis understood that the failure was duo 
to short selling of cheese in England to a 
large extent.

As a result 
a number of cases were discovered, one at 
Buffalo, which is supposed to haye come 
on the steamer Ashland from Wisconsin, 
one at Rochester, origin unknown, two at 
Elmira, origin also unknown, three at 
Dunkirk, which originated outside of the 
State, and cases in three families at Me- 
Lean, Thompson county, origin unknown. 
A number of other localities haye been 
exposed and cases may occur there. There 
are also six cases at De Ruyter, Madison 
county, which are supposed to haye come 
from McLean, The Elmira cases were 
overlooked at first by the authorities. ~ 

A further spread of the infection is 
anticipated, to guard against which a small- 
pox expert has been stationed in the in- 
fected district to assist the local officials in 
their efforts to take proper measures for 
the suppression of the disease.

FOUGHT IN CUBA. 


Harry Tessier of Belleville Returns 
From Tampa, Florida--His Story 
of Nardships Gone Through. 

Says tho Toronto World: A clean. 
shaven youth, physically run down and 
clad in the uniform of an American soldier, 
was tho centre of attraction last night at 
the Union Station, Tho young man was 
Harry Tessier, andho was on his way to 
Bolleville, to visit somo relatives after 
Spending the last yoar as a momber of 
Uncle Sam's army. Harry Tessicr is only 
19 years of age, and about a year ago gaye 
up 8 position in the Anglo-American Hotel 
at Belleville with a view of entering the 
Amorican navy. Hoe went direct to Cleve- 
land, where hoe has friends, and, as there 
was a big demand for recruits in the army, 
he decided to join the land forces, and en- 
listed in the bth Ohio Infantry, under Capt. 
Land. Shortly after being made a soldier 
his regiment was ordered to Tampa, and 
Tessier was transferred to the 29th New 
York Infantry, under command of Capt. 
Tyre, and was then moved to Port Tampa, 
where he was again transferred to the 3rd 
Ohio Regiment, under Cantain McPherson 
Brown. Harry Tossier was not engaged 
{n active fighting, although he exchanged 
shots at Spaniards when he was on duty. 
His principal occupation during tho pro- 
gress of the war was guide of the trans- 
ports between Port Tampa and Santiago. 
Large shipments of mules and horses were 
continually being transported to the seat 
of war,.and it was hie duty to accompany 
the animals half way, where another con- 
tingent of guides would meet them and 
look after them until they reached Santi- 
ago. Tessier's route lay between Port 
Tampa and Funeldina, Florida, and many 
a day, he says, he was compelled to live 
upon mere nothing, having for a meal four 
hardtack biscuits ; but as the officers had 
todo with the same menu, the soldiers 
were reconciled to their fate. It was not 
the fault of the United States Government 
that the rations were not up to the stand- 
ard, but the cause can be attributed to 
the poor railway accommodatioo, when 
trains were ofttimes delayed and in many 
cazes were wrecked. The regular diet con- 
sisted of biscuits, onions, salt meats and 
cther articles, and every soldier appeared 
contented with his surroundings. When 
the war was nearing a closo Harry Tessior, 
owing to the prevalence of diseases, caught 


the malarial fever, and was removed to the 
Regimental Hospital at Huntsville, Ala- 
bama, and then taken to the San Francisco 


Hospital at Columbus, Ohio. ‘Tessier lay. 


for three months on the verge of death, 
suffering from a combination of malaria, 
typhoid and scarlet fever, and only about 
three weeks ago was discharged from tho 
institution as cured. He stayed in Colum- 
bus until last Friday night, when he re- 
ceived his discharge papers from his _regi- 
ment, and then left for Cleveland, and then 
to Buffalo and arrived in the city yesterday 
morning on the 7:30 Grand Trunk train. 
Tessior was dressed ina blue nayy uniform, 
with brass buttons, and sports a badge on 
his left breast of two crossed rifles, with 
the letters, °69ch New York.” His cap is 
a light brown fedora, with two rifles on the 
right side. 

Yessior says when he reaches Tampa all 
the inhabitants, who are chiefly Spaniards, 
claimed to be Cubans, and in that way at- 
tempted to receive sympathy, but they 
were soon found out and threatened with 
death, The water and other articlps that 
were for gale had to be abandoned, as the 
Spaniards poisoned everything in sight that 
would be likely to tempt the American 
soldicr. Tessier left on the 9:30 p.m, train 
for Belleville, and if his old situation is 
still vacant he will start to work at once. 
Although he is not a Canadian, being born 
in South Africa, yet ho has lived most of 
his life on Canadian soil.

Fronch-Canadians Were Brought in on 
Saturday to Take the Place of the

London, Ont,, Oot. 81,—The stroot car 
strike reached an acute stage on Satur- 
day, but as no attompt was mado to run 
a car everything was quict. Crowds 
throngod eyvory corner whero thoro aro 
junotions or crossings, oxpoocting to seo 
trouble, Tho situation has assumed a 
moro serious aspoct, and Inatoad of tho 
strike being sottlod moro trouble is in 
sight, and thero may be an unlookod-for 
termination. Managor Carr imported a 
number of Fronoh-Canadians to run tho 
cars, 
ho train from Montreal arrived at tho 

G.T.R, at noon on Saturday and on it 
were eloyen mon, who arrived to tako tho 
place of strikers in the seryico of the 
London Street Raliway. 

Managor Carr, looking palo and anx 
fons, came out of tho Teoumsch House 
as the train whovled Into the station and 
walkod to tho platform, When tho train 
pulled up Mr. Carr approached the amok 
ing car, when olevon men dosconded to 
the platform. Tho manager spoko to two 
of the number and the rest surrounded 
him and ho then Jed tho way to tho rear 
of the station. 

Escorted by Poller, 

AS tho roquost of Mr. Carr Chiet of 
Pollco Williams sent several poiicemon 
to the station, and they followod Mr. 
Carr and the men to tho rear of the sta 
tion, “hore wore several cabs in waiting, 
whioh fadicated that possibly more men 
had been expected, as only threo of the 
fivo cabs were ocoupiod. To the first and 
second cabs Mr. Carr escorted somo of 
tho mon and took in threo of them .with 
him in the third cab, after whispering to 
tho drivers to drive to tho car barns. 

Ominous Yell of "3eubs," 

The ominous yell of ‘‘Scabs'’ wont up 
until at one momont it was feared a rush 
would be mado on tho yehfoles and trou- 
ble follow. The police kept thomsolves in 
evidence and tho drivers who took in thoir 
passongers and woro in jgnorance of tho 
errand of the mon, droyo off rapidly into 
York streot, and then to the pluoo indi- 
cated by Mr. Carr, At the car barn a 
committee of the ox-employos was ata- 
tloned to keep watch for any now movyo 
which may bo mado on the part of tho 
company. 

It is quite cortatn that the strikers aro 
now more determined than ever. They 
could say that theo London Street Hail- 
way Company would not be allowod to 
run their cars. 

The “Seabs’? Retarn Home. 

A large number of sympathizers with 
the strikers on the street: railway lines 
hore gathered at the Grand Trunk station 
yesterday afternoon to witness the de- 
parture to their homes of about 20 of tho 
Frenoh-Canadians who came here Satur- 
daay to {ill the places of the rebollious 
omployes, Tho spokesman of the so-callod 
“scabs"’ said the men were not aware 
until thoy arrived that a strike was’on, 
and on learning the true stato of affairs 
had decided to roturn home again. The 
Jarge crowd present chcered lustily as the 
train pulled out, and were greatly ploasod 
at the turn affairs had takon, The com- 
pany, however, are not discouraged, and 
it ig said haye more men In readiness to 
operate their cars. Thoy have boon 
assured of police protection, and will 
probably make nother attempt to run 
thoir cars to-day. 

Largo ‘‘Riot Act’’ posters were being 
stuck up in conspicuous places by the 
police last night, cautioning the public 
not to use violence and forbidding thom 
to congregate in crowds whon tho cars 
are run out, Should this prove effective, 
and the company succeed in their offort, 
it is she belief that a large majoirty of 
the people will boycott tha cara. Tho 
sympathizers haye great confidence in 
thoir strength, and troublo is expocted 
to-day whon tho cars commence running,

While these figures omit Great Britain 
and the United States and are hardly 
sufficient on which to base comparison, it
